On Saturday morning, at 8 A.M., 4/18/59, 3 bus 
loads of youth containing some 140 youth left from Brooklyn 
College for Washington.

The opening remarks were made by A* PHILIP RANDOLPH and 
there was a reading of telegrams from WALTER REUTHER, Sen. 
DOUGLAS and GEORGE MEANY. 

Speakers were CHARLES ZIMMERMAN, Chairman of 
the Civil Rights Committee of the AFL-CIOj ROY WILKINS, 
national secretary of the NAACP, and a Miss MARTILLE LAYPIELD. 
Other speakers were BAYARD RUSTIN and HARLON JOYE with 
several others, and there was the introduction of several 
people to the adience such as TOM MBOYA, Chairman of the All 
African Peoples Conference.

There was also the presentation of citations 
to such people as JACKIE ROBINSON and HARRY BELAFONTE. Then 
the Reverend MARTIN LUTHER KING gave some remarks just before 
the end of the program. 

During the program there was also the introduction 
of the delegation that was sent to the White House with 
reportedly 600,000 signatures on the petitions. Among these 
xias HARLON JOYE from New York with 3 other prominent, youth 
from various sections of the country. 

Incidentally BELAFONTE was quite peeved because 
he was not on the White House delegation. The reason he was 
not on the delegation was that he did not make up his mind 
to attend the March until the last minute.

Informant described the parade and 
Qther activities as orderly and noted that the spectators on 
the parade route were very friendly and had expressed 
obvious approval. Informant recalled there had been some 
sort of disturbance in the men's room at the Sylvan Theatre 
as he saw the police rush to that area, but informant 
was unable to determine what had transpired.

The following information was furnished on 4/29/59« 

PEIEGRIN GARCIA continues to stay in Cabo Rojo, P*R. , where he 
is visiting relatives. He is not believed to be politically 
active while in Cabo Rojo other than during his discussions with 
friends and relatives, with whom he will undoubtedly discuss 
politics. PEIEGRIN GARCIA has indicated he will return to San 
Juan on 4/30/59 and hopes to return to New York City on 5/1/59 
or 5/2/59* if he is able to obtain airline reservations and if 
he receives the ticket which EMILIO PAGAN GARCIA is supposed to 
forward to him. 

On the evening of 4/28/59, a public meeting was held in the 
Ateneo Puertorriqueno. This meeting was called to protest the 
use of atomic and nuclear armament by all nations. Several of 
the speakers were T0R0 NAZARIO, an attorney i JUAN ANTONIO 
CORRETJERj and the chairman was (FNU) BEAUCHAMP. It was an- 
nounced that those present, who numbered about 75* were invited 
to attend another meeting on May 11, 1959, at which time a 
"Puerto Rican Committee Against Atomic and Nuclear Armament" 
would be organized. Others in attendance at this meeting were 
JUAN SANTOS RIVERA, MANUEL ARROYO Z3PPENFELDT, SALVADOR GONZALEZ, 
CLEMENTE MATTEI, NORMAN PIETRI, and a group from the FUPI. 

CLEMENTE MATTEI received a letter from EMILIO PAGAN GARCIA which 
advised that the MLP planned to picket FIDEL CASTRO when he 
visited New York on Sunday, 4/26/59. 



JOSE NAVAS 

This individual returned to Puerto Rico approximately one week 
ago and is presently staying in Room 310 at the Roma Hotel, Sari 
Juan, P.R. He has let it be known at the hotel he is here on 
business and plans to move to Puerto Rico in the future. This 
individual drinks excessively and has told people at the hotel 
that he is also here to fight for the independence of Puerto 
Rico. He is believed to have had an argument with PEIEGRIN 
GARCIA and EMILIO PAGAN GARCIA in New York, and apparently is no 
longer with the MLP. During the recent weeks in New York, he has 
been associating with LUIS MUNOZ SULLIVAN; however, he is not be- 
lieved to be representing him or his group in Puerto Rico,

According to the informant, CLEMENTE MATTEI is not personally 
acquainted with this individual and has never seen him* The 
information furnished by the informant on 2/11/59 concerning 
the CP meeting on 2/10/59 in New York City was received from 
JOSE SANTIAGO by phone from ARMANDO RAMON.

Ppliticai Action

"Because politics is the art of the possible, the 
YOUNG SOCIALIST did not expect miracles from the various united 
socialist campaigns around the country in the 1958 elections. We 
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> supported them because iilhey were better than nothing, because 
- f they were a su^stanial advance over the previoub fragmentation 
and consequent stagnation of. the socialist movement and because 
they gave promise of a truly united socialist movement. The 
results of the campaigns gratified these 'expectations to a great 
extent. . At the same time, we were critical of the united socialist 
groups ; tfhere we felt criticism was due, and believed that, in 
general ^ more could have been done 'than was* 

"The innate weaknesses of the coalitions have come to 
light in the ,wake. of the elections. The United Socialists and 
Liberals of Washington State dissolved, the New York Independent- 
Socialist Party relapsed into' a committee and various other unity 
movements, such, as that proposed in California, nver really got 
off the ground 'at all., 

"In New York, the* 'test tube 1 of the socialist unity 
movement, post-election developments have been especially 
revelatory of the movement's £railties. Here the unity grouping 
continues to function as a loose continuations committee composed 
of largely self-appointed leaders. It consists almost entirely 
of National Guardian supporters and leaders of the Socialist 
Workers! Parley; As such, it 4 is proceeding on even a narrower 
political base than that it had during the campaign. The 
Communist Party and social democracy have conclusively withdrawn 
what small support they ever gave it in favor of popular front 
politics^ (i.e., working within the Democratic Party). The 
Workers * World . group, which carried much of the heavy burden of 
^he upstate campaign, has- Withdrawn, and the Long Island Committee 
for the i-SP, which did likewise for its area and others, has done 
the same, 0 Individual resignations from the party's governing 
committee have further narrowed its composition. 

"This narrowing ha.s- resulted in an even shakier coalition 
than previously existed. '* The continuations committee has not 
been able to reaqh 'agreement on a i960 campaign, even though a 
mass meeting called by .it expressed itself as overwhelmingly in 
favor of >such a campaign. Even more important, it has hot been 
at?le to resolve itself intp a formal party organization. Now, 
as before, to turn the reins 'of the party ov§r to its members* 
would result in a political direction which the leac^rship has 
not the political stability to allow. Consequent to this, the 
I-SP-has been unable to ac^opt any of the traditional organizational 
forms of a socialist party, among them a permanent and principled 
socialist program, a constitution, democratic determination of 
party policy "from below and a continuing party machine 0 
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"We are now only some eighteen months from i960 
election day. Any realistic socialist unity campaign would 
have to be organized and ready to go within a year 0 Program 
discussions alone would easily occupy this year, not to mention 
the immense organizational efforts required. (The capitalist 
parties , heedless to say are- already far ahead of us in their 
planning) . 

"There is a real possibility, in the i960 elections, 
first, of a Dixiecrat third party, and the consequent pressure 
within the Democratic Party to nominate a 1 moderate 1 such as 
LYNDON JOHNSON or ADLAI STEVENSON in order to head off this 
bolt. We may also confidently look forward, secondly, to the 
Communist Party, its Gatesite splinters and the Socialist 
Pa rty-Social Democratic Federation working under some formula — 
either individually, or, more likely, jointly — within the 
Democratic Party . , The first of these considerations makes 
especially feasible, While the second demands, the entry of a 
socialist unity slate. 

"It is now necessary to go forward with what we have, 
taking those with us who are ready to go, leaving those who are 
not. The first essential is the organization of a democratic 
socialist party on a national basis. The conept of 1 minimal 
agreement 1 which neutralizes socialist unity on a local level 
must be replaced by that of democratic national organization. 
The vast majority of American socialists, those who have everywhere 
carried the brunt of the organizational tasks of socialist unity, 
want united socialist activity on a i960 campaign now. Return- 
ing the control of the united socialist movement to this majority 
will replace the do-no thingism of the existing cliques with that * 
democratic structure which is the essential of any living socialist 
movement. To delay such a movement indefinitely in the hope of 
including un-includable elements verges on tte criminal. 

"We call on all principled socialists to express them- 
selves now for immediate socialist unity and a i960 united 
socialist campaign."

After the dissolution of the Labor Youth League 
i(LYL) some of its people went into youth clubs while others 
became hostile to the CP, and some children of Party leaders 
pow have nothing to do with the CP though this is not so 
widespread as some people seem to feel. 

Around the country there are different types 
pf youth clubs and there are campus groups of one sort or 
p-nother all over the country. But among all these groups 
the arientation is towards the Party and these groups 
j&re principally comprised of young adults. 

; We need the formation of a pdarxist^Leninist 

organization. There must be leeway as to the character of 
■fchis group and it must be, in a sense, an auxiliary of the 
Party. But wkatever youth group is formed it can not be at 
odds with the Marxist -Leninist line of the Party. It must 
be broad and its requirements can not be as high as those of 
the Party; and it must have ideological and fraternal ties 
with the Party. The type of organization necessary is one 
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that will funnel a wide circle of youth towards the Party. 
The group must develop clarity on these questions and the 
group must be at least as broad as was the LYL.. 

• There are certain concepts that must be rejected 

£n thinking about forming a youth organization. There are 
Certain things written in the "Call to Youth" and they are 
{l) the negatj&e approach to the working class in the youth 
Struggle and (2) the insinuation that the Party is operating 
under revisionist leadership. Ideologically, politically or 
Organizationally we must reject any idea that a separate 
youth group can be founded. There can be no work outside 
the Party. The Call maintains that they will strive to maintain 
fraternal ties with the Party, and this implies non-compliance. 
The Party rejects the narrow and sectarian concept of any 
young communist group. 

I I then gave some ideas as to the basis of hi? 

proposed youth group as follows: 

1. There must be a Party core of youth for leadership. 

2. The body of youth, outside the Party to be 
prepared ;,to entev into such $n organization as this proposed 
group .

CONTINUATION OF DISCUSSION OP REMOVAL OP 
CP NATIONAL OPPICE TO CHICAGO 



According to NY T-4, a isseting of the Party's 
leadership was held at the CP office on January 13* 1959> 
and the meeting opened with discussion of the proposed 
move of the CP 3 s office to Chicago, Illinois; It was 
indicated at this meeting that ROBERT THOMPSON and ELIZABETH 
GURLEY PLYNN favored the move, citing the closeness of Chicago 
to industrial cities as well as its central location^ regarding 
these factors as better suited to growth of the Party than 
a location in New York; PLYNN suggested that the membership 
could defray expense of the move by means of a fund drive for 
that purpose. EUGENE DENNIS opposed the move as a solution 
to the basic problems of the Party, questioning advisability 
of the move politically and citing the expense involved and 
the fact that half the Party ^s membership is located on the 
East coast, JACK STACHEL pointed out that the CP has been 
established in New York for twenty years and he thought 
that there might be serious new problems in the person of 
some Party members in Chicago, He noted that a move would 
be very expensive. STACHEL also pointed out that half of 
the circulation of "The Worker" was in New York while the 
total circulation in the Midwest was a little less than 
3,000; He pointed out that there was no guarantee of getting 
$75,000;00 needed to move the paper and also that New York 
has to provide a minimum of 2/3 to 3/4 of the *»oney to 
finance the paper. BENJAMIN J. DAVIS, jr, mentioned the 
influx of Negroes and Puerto Ricans in the New York area 
and the need to concentrate on those groups;

She thought that the problem of moving "The Worker" was 
much more complex but little definite information could 1 be 
obtained by her in this connection, although she felt that 
the -rgove would cost another $10,000*00; Also she suggested 
that some emergencies would have to be met with an estimated 
$1,500; 00 each week and for this purpose the sum of $15>000 o 00 
might have to be put aside t until things became clearer. Thus 
the minimum sum estimated as necessary would be $35^O00 o OO; 



On February 8, 1959* NY T~27 reported that WILLIAM 
Z # POSTER had contacted EUGENE DENNIS and was informed that 
the matter of a move to Chicago was still under discussion* 
POSTER said he wanted to be recorded as opposed to the idea 
as it Would cut the leadership to nothings He said he 
regarded it as immature and that it should not have come 
up for a serious vote for at least another yearo 



NY T~8 on February 10, 1959., provided a copy of 
a memorandum dated February 2, 1959* prepared by the CP, USA 
on the matter of removal; As reasons for moving it was noted 
that Chicago had a better geographical location and was more 
representative of the U.S.j it is a center of basic industry 
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and was close to unions involved in mass production and is 
also close to farm areas ; the l6th National Convention had 
decided to move; the need exists to drastically change 
methods of work, best done by change of environment and 
atmosphere; there is possibility of improved administrative 
personnel . 



As reasons for preferring New York there was cited 
the fact that New York is the center of national and inter- 
national organizations and supports cultural activities and 
publications of concern to .the CP; it is close to Washington 
in connection with CP legislative activity; it provides 
financial support for the CP, USA and "The Worker"; fifty 
per cent of the circulation of "The Worker" and a larger 
membership is in New York; remaining in "New York might 
avoid harassment in Chicago and the maneuverability of 
the national staff might be more limited in Chicago 0 



It was also noted that the total cost of moving 
might be $9,600.00 and there would be a saving of $2,600o0O 
in rent; It is noted in this connection that the current 
rental expense of $7, 000; 00 per annum was too high, and that 
if the National Office remained in New York there would have 
to be a review of this matter Q It was also noted that the 
New York District xvas also raising questions about rental 
expense i 



Further in the memorandum there was consideration 
of the expense in moving "The Worker" and the total cost 
of moving the National Office and "The Worker" was puft at 
$20, 000. 00 i 
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Lastly, it was suggested that an alternative to 
the move would be establishment of a strong Midwest regional 
committee to handle political and organizational work there , 
since it was considered important to decentralize the leader- 
ship to meet the many problems of the Partyi 



MEETINGS OP THE CP LEADERSHIP 



On January 6, 1959, according to NY T-l, a meeting 
of the resident members of the National Executive Committee 
was held. 



This informant reported that there was a brief 
discussion of youth matters and a decision was arrived at 
to plan some kind of national conference of youth for April, 
1959 i 



A review of the activities of the American Committee 
for Protection of Foreign Born was had and a report was given 
by ABNER GREEN, The resident members of the National Executive 
Committee praised GREEN for his work and it was agreed that 
the ACPFB should be a broad organization not limited to 
members of the CP or its sympathizers i 



A report on the situation in Cuba lias given by 

JOE NORTH. 



NY T-4 has reported that at this meeting ELIZABETH 
GURLEY PLYNN remarked with reference to Cuba that there is 
a tremendous Spanish speaking group in New York and that 
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time provided an opportunity to aid the Cuban people, 
and she urged that they should act quickly to express 
solidarity in the Cuban victory over American imperialism; 



BEN DAVIS stated that he had congratulated the 
Cuban and Spanish speaking people welcoming them to the 
national liberation movement, DAVIS saying that the, 
liberation movement was related to the peaceful transition 
to Socialism c 



NY T-4 has also reported that at the leadership 
meeting held on January 13, 1959* referred to above, ROBERT 
THOMPSON declared that the CP should determine three or four 
issues which the Party should take up, and in this connection 
he mentioned the issue of the thirty hour week; He called 
for a resumption of systematic educational activity and the 
development of that already existing.; THOMPSON said that 
the CP must determine what it wants out of youth conferences, 
whether a Marxist- Leninist youth organization or one of 
different character; 



EUGENE DENNIS declared that in 1959 • the CP 
would participate in all struggles, specifically those 
around unemployment insurance, the Taft-Hartley Act, 
nuclear tests and recognition of Communist China; He said 
that beginning March 1, there must be an attempt to build 
the Party by 10 per cent within six months as well as 
increasing the circulation of the press by 20 per cent; 

JACK STACKED, said that in a; year he believed the 
Party's membership could grow to ten thousand; 
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HY LUfrER said that they had to develop an overall 
plan of work with particular attention to Party organization; 



ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN asserted that the main 
issues facing the CP are the rights of Negroes, peace, the 
working class struggle and youth; she observed that the 
issue of amnesty should not be neglected ; 



At a meeting of the leadership held on January 20, 
1959, according to NY T~4, IRVING POTASH described as "most 
effective" the visit of ANASTAS MIKOYAN, He regarded the 
visit as a breakthrough to the people ; 



HUNTER PITTS 0 * DELL said that information on the 
achievements of the U.S e S 0 R. has helped to change the 
situation, and he suggested a pamphlet listing the achievements 
of the "leading Socialist country of the world"; 



NY T-4 has reported that at a meeting of the 
leadership on January 27, 1959, BEN DAVIS reported on the 
matter of CHARLES LOMAN, pointing out that LOMAN had returned 
from the U 0 S e S.R e because of the reaction to his trip and 
further that he came back intending to fight ; DAVIS said 
that LOMAN was claiming that EUGENE DENNIS and other leaders 
had attempted to prevent his going abroad; LOMAN had given 
as his reason for going the fact that he was persecuted and 
no one would talk to him; 



HUNTER PITTS 0 1 DELL characterized LOMAN 1 s action 
as "very irresponsible"; He said it was done by one who 
knew what he was doing; 
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ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN said that there was doubt 
as to who was right and that perhaps they were all part of 
a "comedy of errors She thought that LOMAN had taken 
advantage of his relationship with WILLIAM Z. FOSTER, PLYNN 
said she thought that they should determine how such things 
develop in the OP and then act c 



It was agreed that the suspension of LOMAN was 
to continue and the matter was to he referred to the New 
York State CP which would recommend any disciplinary action ; 



Nf T-4 has reported that on February 3/ 1959, 
there was a meeting of the resident members of the National 
Executive Committee and ROBERT THOMPSON listed what he 
regarded as the main needs of the moment, • namely leadership 
and Party organization; He called for struggle against 
imperialism and for -more functioning clubs to win members 
b&ek to the- Party; He mentioned also as aims of the Party 
job security for Negroes and an end to discrimination, a 
campaign for a thirty hour week, the development of actions 
among trade unions against criticism of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People (NAACP) 
and the mobilization of support for integration, a united 
front to defeat anti-labor legislation, repeal of the 
Taft-Hartley Act and organization of the South; 



THOMPSON also suggested propaganda for socialism 
on the occasion of the 40th anniversary of the CP and the 
use of JAMES JACKSON and GEORGE MORRIS upon their return 
from Europe, celebration of May Day and the sharpening-up 
of the issue of political prisoners, noting . that JACKSON 
had used this issue befpre the 21st Congress of the CPSXJ. • . 
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JACK STACHEL exrifcinsa the 1958 budget of "The 
Worker" of $153^00^00 pointing out that the money had not 
been obtained and the National Office had had -bo foot the 
billi He said that there was need of facing a price increase 
of the paper in setting up a budget for the next year,, 



BEN DAVIS reported on the matter of CHARLES LOMAN 
and in essence said that the New York State CP Committee had 
lifted the suspension of LOMAN and had referred to the State 
Board the matter of an assignment for LOMAN. He reported 
that LOMAN had pledged to uphold the decisions of the State 
Board and Committee i 

NY TolO on February 9, 1959, reported oh the 
proceedings taking place at the February 7-8, 1959 meeting 
of the National Executive Committee ■„ According to NY 1-10, 
the agenda for this meeting as proposed by EUGENE DENNIS 
included the following items t 

1) An informational report by JOE NORTH on Cuba 
from whence he had just returned as a correspondent for 
"The Worker "i NORTH while in Cuba had made contact with 
the Popular Socialist Party, the Communist Party in Cuba^ 

2) A report by ARNOLD JOHNSON on the political 
and legislative situation, nationally and internationally, 
and a review of the peace movement,, 

3) A report -by. HY LUMER on the youth march for 
integrated schools scheduled to take place on May 2, 1959 i 
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4) The question of removal of the CP office to 
Chicago, Illinois. 



5) Discussion of the plan of work for the CP for 

1959. 



According to MY T-4, at this National Executive 
Committee meeting EUGENE DENNIS stated that the trip of 
JOE NORTH to Cuba had been approved by the Cuban CP and 
NORTH had participated in a plenum of that Party; 



JOE NORTH told the meeting that constitutional 
and electoral reforms were major questions in Cuba 0 He 
said that most important was the need for the CP, USA to 
let the Cuban CP know it has a friend in the CP,USA. NORTH 
described FIDEX* CASTRO as a man of idealism who is not a 
Marxist but a national revolutionary* He said CASTRO has 
irorked with the CP in the past and would probably do so 
again; He said CASTRO is not a CP member but still is not 
a capitalist. 



ARNOLD JOHNSON discussing legislative matters 
urged support of the Douglas -Javits Civil Rights Bill and 
said attempts should be made to influence discussion before 
the subcommittee considering the bill by means of letters, 
advertisements and such things; He said the youth march 
to Washington was important and should not be restricted to 
youth. With reference to labor legislation, JOHNSON urged 
repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act, defeat of the Kennedy Bill 
and a fight against government interference in trade unions; 
As to peace, he said that the CP should stress the ending of 
nuclear tests, the recognition of Communist China and ending 
of the cold war; 
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HY LUMER reported on the youth march to Washington 
and said that the CP should back the march as a major campaign 
and should strive to .double the attendance figure of the 
previous march and promote circulation of a petition to 
include one million signatures in support of the objective 
of the march i 



ROBERT THOMPSON told the National Executive Committee 
that a memorandum had been prepared on the matter of moving 
the National Office of the Party to Chicago and he urged that 
the matter be approached with an open mind and that a "do or 
die" attitude should be discouraged 6 He remarked that 
districts in the Midwest, particularly Chicago, are in a 
better position to support a move and conditions there are 
more favorable to a rapid growth of the Party i He said 
it may take six months to amass resources necessary to 
accomplish the move 0 He also said he felt the reasons for 
making the move outweigh arguments and opposition e 



JACK STACHEL urged that the forthcoming 17th 
National Convention of the CP decide the move and EUGENE 
DENNIS agreed with this; 



At the conclusion of i?he discussion of the move 
DENNIS proposed that a committee of three be named to make 
a further study of the matter * 



At the second session of the meeting held on 
February 8, 1959* THOMPSON referred to the proposal of 
DENNIS that a committee study the move to Chicago. 
THOMPSON expressed approval and the proposal was carried. 
A subcommittee consisting of HELEJN WINTER, JACK STACHEL and 
another, believed to be HY LUMER, was appointed; 
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BENJAMIN J. DAVIS discussed the stsfcus of CHARLES 
LOMAN and the charge that LOMAN' s visit to Moscow was a 
violation of "democratic centralism" as well as a breach 
of security. DAVIS said the suspension of LOMAN was 
necessary and it was also necessary to publicize it to 
inform the world that the trip was unauthori zed ; DAVIS 
submitted the suggestion that LOMAN should be removed 
from leadership in Brooklyn and given other work to 
rehabilitate him. 



Thereafter, ROBERT THOMPSON reported on a plan 
of work for the Party, suggesting that the CP aim at 
identifying itself with the main issues confronting -the 
working class, selecting a minimum number of key issues 
on which the CP can base a real struggle as well as a 
limited campaign to build the Party and its press. As to 
the first phase, he suggested struggles of integration for 
economic security of the unemployed and ending of the cold 
war, bringing into existence a Marxist youth organization, 
the promotion of JAMES JACKSON and GEORGE MORRIS as speakers 
on their return from Moscow and revival of the left through 
celebrations, such as that marking the 40th anniversary of 
the CP. He also urged an amnesty campaign on behalf of 
HENRY WINSTON and GIL GREEN and the ending of the Smith Acti 



The meeting heard the reading of a letter to the 
National Executive Committee from WILLIAM Z. POSTER in which 
he urged that the CP systematically work in the two major 
parties, particularly the Democratic Party; 

The report of THOMPSON was followed by considerable 
digcussion with EUGENE DENNIS stating approval and agreeing 
that a big objective of the CP would be popularizing of the 
21st Congx-'ess of the CP and the Soviet Union; 
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THOMPSON expressed appreciation for the suggestions 
made, saying they would find a place in his final plan. 



In conclusion, EUGENE DENNIS moved that the 
resident National Executive Committee organize discussion 
of POSTER'S letter* 



NY T-4 has advised that on February 24, 1959* 
the resident National Executive Committee met and on this 
occasion EUGENE DENNIS reported on his recent trip through 
the Midwest o With reference to Wisconsin, DENNIS observed 
that he felt that the Party's plan of work was well received 
and the leadership there was giving effective direction ; He 
went on to say that the shorter work week was a big issue in 
Minneapolis and that people were coming back into the Party 
there i He noted his attendance at. a meeting of the Industrial 
Council of the Illinois CP and a matter of discussion there 
was the thirty hour week; DENNIS said that in his remarks 
on the trip he had mentioned especially the struggle for 
a thirty hour week, the push for a Negro-labor alliance and 
the problem of legality of the CP and its constitutional 
rights ; 



HY LUMER reported on unemployment and predicted 
that it would not improve; He said" that the program of the 
CP must concentrate on the issue of the thirty hour week; 



IRVING POTASH mentioned a recent meeting of the 
APL-CIO in Puerto Rico and pointed out that the 35 hour 
week had been favored, but he noted that that meeting had 
failed to consider organizing the South or the struggle 
for Negro rights. 
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ARNOLD JOHNSON discussed legislation with reference 
to unemployment compensation and urged promoting the thirty 
hour week; He suggested that the CP prepare a summary on 
all pending anti-labor bills. 



BEN DAVIS said that the CP should point out the 
matter of taxes being increased under the guise of balancing 
the budgets He claimed that the severity of unemployment 
was being intensified by increased state taxation; 



HY LUMER announced that a decision had been made 
to issue a call for a conference in April to set up a youth 
commission and there would be another meeting to draft 
Party policy on the youth question and consider a possible 
national conference on the Labor Day weekend; 



JACK STACHED said that there were needed a program, 
leaders and a program' o'f ac&Svity until the youth movement 
was set up and that it should be determined whether such an 
organization was to be a united front or a Party organization 



The resident National Executive Committee met 
on March 3, 1959, according to NY T-4, and EUGENE DENNIS 
gave a report on the situation in Berlin and in Germany 
generally* He pointed out things the Soviet Union had done 
to establish Berlin as a free city; He saw a need for 
explaining that the renewed pressure on the German question 
did not arise from the Soviet proposals and he said the CP 
should keep to the fore the proposal of a summit conference; 
DENNIS felt that the idea of a demilitarized Berlin should 
be emphasized and said there should be separate peace 
treaties for ..both sections of Germany. 
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JACK STAOHEL reported on the financial perspective 
of "The Worker" for 3.959 i He said "The Worker" would have 
to have a budget of $150, 000; 00 and proposed a fund drive 
for it now with a goal of $7$, 000; 00. He also proposed an 
increase in its price to 15$ i 



BEN DAVIS suggested that the paper's fund drive 
be made an expression of confidence in the CP; 



HUNTER PITTS 0 J DELL claimed that the CP had not 
yet crystallized a national amnesty movement and ways and 
means should be found for labor and other forces to work 
on amnesty and civil liberties., 0?DELL thought that the 
best defense is offense; 



DENNIS observed that amnesty must be eleva&ed to 
the level it deserves but the central issue is upholding 
the Bill of Rights ; 



On March 10, 1959, the resident National Executive 
Committee met, according to NY T-4, and BEN DAVIS opened the 
meeting with a report on the status of CHARLES LOMAN saying 
that LOMAN had lost supporters and the CP must destroy the 
idea that LOMAN is the only Negro party leader in Brooklyn i 



EUGENE DENNIS suggested that at the forthcoming 
meeting of the full National Executive Committee there be 
discussed the financial considerations involved in moving 
to Chicago, the recent articles and letters of WILLIAM Z« 
POSTER, the Party and press fund drive, the youth question 
and youth march, a discussion of trade unions and the 
situation with respect to railroads and possible steel 
negotiations and lastly preparations for the 17th National 
Convention; 
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In connection with preparation for the Convention, 
DENNIS suggested that the National Executive Committee recommend 
to the National Committee meeting in April that four or five 
committees be formed to prepare draft resolutions and these 
drafts could be presented to a meeting of the National 
Committee in mid July; He suggested that there be presented 
to the National Committee a report o£ the National Executive 
Committee on the work of the CP* a recommendation for 
formation of a committee to prepare a resolution on the 
industrial situation covering the immediate period and to 
lay down a tactical line for i960 . plans for a general 
resolutions committee, recommendation for formation of 
a working committee to follow developments in the CP and 
to recommend any needed changes* formation of a committee 
to consider possibility of a steel strike and consideration 
of the entire German questions 



In the discussion that followed* BEN DAVIS said 
that the Negro question and the leadership question should 
be dealt with and urged more attention be given to the 
Negro question by regional conference So 



On March 10, 1959^ NY T-6 supplied a copy of a 
letter dated March 5* 1959* which was being directed by 
EUGENE DENNIS to all members in the National Executive 
Committee ♦ This letter said that it would be necessary 
to begin the next meeting of the full National Executive 
Committee or* March 20 instead of March 21 as originally 
scheduled o The meeting was to end on March 22; 



The letter went on to say that the agenda would 
include completion of discussion on ROBERT THOMPSON 1 s recent 
report on the youth questions There would be discussion of 
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an article by WILLIAM Z. FOSTER, "The Struggle for a Mass Labor 
Partly in the U*S,"o Other matters would be the youth 
march, the national .p^ess and Party fund drives, removal 
to Chicago and preparation for a national convention* 



It was also stated in this letter that on March 20, 
in the evening, there would be a meeting of the National 
Trade Union Commission to be attended by various members 
of the National Executive Committee, This meeting would 
hear a report on the AFL-CIO Council meeting and the situation 
in railroads o 



A postscript to this letter informed that ROBERT 
THOMPSON was still in the hospital and that within the next 
few days it would be finally determined whether or not he 
was to undergo major surgery; 



At the meeting of the full National Executive 
Committer which was held March 20-22, 1959* NY T~4 advised 
that EUGENE DENNIS announced the agenda of the meeting as 
follows : 

A report and discussion on Germany, a report on 
the press and Party fund drives, report on CHARLES LOMAN, 
question of moving the National Office to Chicago, youth 
march, report by HY LUMER on formation of a youth organisation, 
discussion of documents on the labor question, consideration 
of proposals regarding the National Convention; 



EUGENE DENNIS reported on Germany, stating it was 
necessary to organise meetings, issue leaflets and stimulate 
the writing of letters to Congressmen on the matter of a summit 
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meetings Stress should be given to what might be done in 
communities made up of Jews, Negroes, Czechs and Poles* 
He urged that a pamphlet on Germany be considered which 
would include statements from churchmen and other influential 
people i 



ROBERT THOMPSON on the matter of the Party fund 
drive said that money could not be obtained without a general 
fund drive; He thought the expenses of the National Office 
for the next year would be approximately the same as in the 
year before; He pointed out a need for intensification in 
certain fields, such as the youth, as well as an increased 
obligation for cooperation with international fraternal 
parties; He said the total fund drive for the National 
Office would be about $43* 000; 00; He agreed on the 
existence of advantages for separate fund drives but 
recommended a combined drive- 



WILLIAM L 0 PATTERSON said that more has to be 
done for "The Worker" in terms of advertising and public 
relations, He was of the opinion that people would 
contribute to a fund drive for "The Worker" while they 
would not contribute to the Party and he favored separate 
drives; 



At the second session on March 21- 1959* the 
first order of business was the proposed move to Chicago* 
A letter from WILSIAM Z t POSTER was read and in it he 
expressed his opposition, declaring it would involve 
considerable expense and would be of dubious benefit ♦ 
FOSTER pointed out that New York is the cultural, trade 
union and Negro liberation center and added that throughout 
the world Communist Parties are in capitalistic rather than 
industrial cities* 
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JACK STAGHEL reported against the move saying 
that in New York the CP has had its greatest success; 
He said the move was too expensive and would cut off 
important contacts; He proposed that the National Committee 
resubmit the question of moving to the next convention and 
that that Committee advise the membership by letter of the 
result; He recommended a discussion of the setting up of 
a Midwest edition of "The Worker" and thtM specific s plans 
be made for reviving the "Daily Worker" in New York; 



BEN DAVIS opposed the move saying that in certain 
situations leadership must oppose the membership; 



EUGENE DENNIS expressed the opinion that STACKED 1 s 
report was sound and he felt that a, pnited leadership was 
necessary whether they move or not; 



IRVING POTASH emphasized importance of the work 
of the CP in industry; He said while location of the 
National Office was not "all important % unity was most 
essential; He asserted that t&e decision of the l6th 
Convention to move was arrived at in an imusuaL atmosphere 
and therefore should not be accorded too much respect; 
He thought the atmosphere at the next convention xrould be 
more suited to settlement of this question; 



When EUGENE DENNIS called for a vote on the 
question of submitting the matter of removal to the 
Convention * the vote was six to four in its favor; 



BEN DAVIS reported on the y&uth march for 
integration, saying that a Mfei* pate of participation was 
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expected despite a lack of financial support; He said that 
the type of youth organization to come out of the activity 
had not been determined; 



With reference to CHARLES LOMAN, WILLIAM ALBERTSON 
said that a secretariat had been elected to run the Brooklyn 
CP. ALBERTSON noted that LOMAN? s attitude had not changed 
and he had not accepted another assignment; 



At the third day's session on March 22, 1959* HY 
LUMER, reporting on the youth question* said a subcommittee 
had been formed to organize a national youth conference; 
He said there are signs of a rebirth of mass activity among 
youth and there is growing activity among Party youth, but 
unfortunate ly, CP youth activity is not -always related to 
the broader mass struggle s; LUMER said the CP must orient 
itself toward establishment of Marxist-Leninist youth groups 
and must clearly define the meaning of Marxist-Leninist 
organizations He said the relationship to the CP must be 
that of an auxiliary separate from the CP but with ideological 
and fraternal ties supporting the line of the CP; He said 
such an organization must be broad enough to include youth 
with a Socialist orientation but who do not see the role of 
the CP and the Soviet Union and are not prepared to acpept 
the CP; He proposed a national youth conference in the Pall, 
setting up a national organizing committee for various teenage 
groups* a committee to consider a national youth publication, 
a national educational department for development of a youth 
program, the issuance of a CP National Committee discussion 
bulletin on the youth organization question and selection 
of a national youth work director; He emphasized that the 
CP must provide leadership and coordinate for youth; 



WILLIAM ALBERTSON said that some young progressives 
have a lack of confidence in Party leadership because of a 
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feeling that the leadership wants youth clubs as a youth 
movement rather than a separate organization; He indicated 
his opposition to the setting up of only Marxist-Leninist 
groups because he believed there should be a broad base* 



EUGENE DENNIS urged formation of a Marxist type 
organization defining that as one to organize the education 
of youth in a socialist and working class spirit . 



ARNOLD JOHNSON presented a resume of articles 
by WILLIAM Z # POSTER stressing the need for a national 
labor party o 



With reference to the forthcoming meeting of the 
National Committee DENNIS proposed committees to prepare 
the following: 

1) A report on work of the CP 

2) A general political resolution 

3) Work on the resolution on the Negro, trade 
union and youth questions 

4) A program 

5) A constitution 

6) Personnel and appeals 



There was discussion of whether the fund drive should 
be in one or two phases, but no decision was arrived at*

NY T-4 has reported that the resident National 
Executive Committee met on March 25* 1959* and JACK 
STACHEL opened the meeting, reporting on the fund driven 
He urged that there be two drives, one in the Spring for 
the larger amount of the money needed for the Party and 
for "The Worker*! a second drive in the Pall for a limited 
amount of money* He said that for maximum results, it would 
"be necessary for the CP and "The Worker" to collaborate in 
both drives* He noted that "The Worker" in the past year 
had run up a deficit of $94,000;OQ and;said that if $75*000,00 
could be raised in the Spring and $15,000*00 in the Fall for 
the paper, it could continue to function i 



NY T-21 reported that BEN DAVIS suggested that 
the fund drives should be more than mere routine and should 
reflect some activity among the BDjyJcers of the Negro people i 
He suggested that the membership be told about the progress 
of the Pa3?tyo

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FUND DRIVES (1959) 

On March 30, 1959, NY T-6 made available a 
mimeographed letter released by the CP, USA National Office 
under date of March 27, 1959, addressed "To all State 
Organizations", which read in part as follows: 

"You have already received the plan for the 
WORKER FUND DRIVE. This was forwarded to you by Comrade 
Patterson, General Manager of the Worker. 

"We, representing the NEC of the Party and the 
management of The Worker, are now submitting to you our 
agreement for a cooperative effort to carry through both 
the WORKER FUND DRIVE and the PARTY FUND DRIVE. 

"The simultaneous, though separate, drives' of the 
two institutions are not only unavoidable because of the 
needs of both, but has been urged upon us by many organizations 
and individuals as the best possible means of mobilizing our 
respective resources and achieving the maximum results for 
each through mutual aid to our independent drives. 

"Because of the simultaneous appeals, it is found 
necessary to limit the amount to be raised in the SPRING 
drives of the PARTY and THE WORKER lasting from April 15th 
to the end of June. Whatever additional funds will have to 
be raised later can be realized in an appeal of shorter 
duration in the Fall and for a considerably lower sum. In 
general* for the entire year 1959* the Worker needs to raise 
a minimum of $75,000; the National Center of the Party 
$50,000 and the States, for their work and that of the 
counties, sections and clubs $150,000. 

"It is proposed that the WORKER DRIVE now be for 
only $60,000 and the PARTY DRIVE for $115,000, with $30,000 
for the national center and $85,000 for the States,- counties, 
sections and clubs. STATES CAN OF COURSE SET THEIR OWN 
GOALS PROVIDED THEY RAISE THE MINIMUM AMOUNTS NECESSARY FOR 
THE WORKER AND THE NATIONAL PARTY CENTER. This may result 
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in a larger amount than $85*000 for the State and local 
organizations .

"Attached are the goals set for the Worker and the 
national center. States will set their own goals. In setting 
these goals for The Worker and the national center, the 
managements of the Worker and the national center respectively 
have taken into account the Worker circulation in these areas , 
the strength of the Party organizations, the character of their 
membership, the obligations of the organizations, their 
ability to raise funds and past goals in these areas. In the 
majority of cases, they were made through direct consultations 
with the representatives of the States" .

I« FACTIONAL SITUATION IN THE NSC 

NY'T-7 on January 9, 1959 advised that 
WILLIAM Z 0 FOSTER said that he worked on the theory 
that he and EUGENE DENNIS had to work together. 
If the middle and the left worked together it would 
be strong enough to control the Party. FOSTER said 
that when there was unity between his forces and 
DENNIS 1 forces it resulted in defeat of the right. 

NY T-6 on January 9 3 1959 stated that 
JAMES JACKSON said that on January 8, 1959 he had 
had a long confidential discussion with EUGENE DENNIS 
and ROBERT THOMPSON wherein they analyzed and 
evaluated the strength of the NEC. JACKSON said 
that they concluded that the NEC is sufficiently 
strong to handle any factional dispute that might 
show itself. 

JACKSON said that later, in a private 
conference with THOMPSON, the latter assured him 
that he definitely is in the "DENNIS - JACKSON 
camp 1 ' , and that he had no intention of taking 
opposite sides in any factional dispute. 

JACKSON also said that he bad talked with 
BEN DAVIS who assured JACKSON that he would not cause 
any trouble for JACKSON during the latter' s trip 
abroad. However, JACKSON said that he could not 
trust DAVIS. 

NY T-23 on January 19, 1959 advised 
that ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, that date, in 
connection with a discussion on the Negt?o question 
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In the Brooklyn organization, stated that there 
had been a real upsurge of Negro nationalism 
in the Party. She stated that THOMPSON had 
presented a program of work for the Party which 
was well balanced but that following his presentation 
BENJAMIN DAVIS made a speech urging that all of the 
Party's activities for 1959 should be centered around 
the rights of Negroes, 

FLYNN stated that she felt that the 
party should be concerned more with all workers which 
would include the Hggro worker. The CP, USA, in 
1959 should fight American .inperialism on all 
fronts which would also include the struggle for 
the rights of the $&gpo people. She felt that 
BENJAMIN DAVIS was not presenting a well balanced 
program in the policies that he advocated, 

FLYNN stated- hat anyone who opposes this 
rising Negro nationalism is accused of white 
chauvinism and that many people in Brooklyn have 
dropped out of the Party because, while they oppose 
CHARLES LOMAN and N<=sgro nationalism, they did. not ! want 
to fight it and be called white chauvinists.. 

NY T-10 on February 9, 1959 advised that 
during the session of the Ha*- - NEC meeting 
held February 7, 1959,a letter arrived from WILLIAM Z. 
FOSTER with the request that it be read before the 
meeting and action taken upon it. According to the 
informant the letter dealt with the Party's role 
and tactics working within the two party system. 
It was an organizational and political extension of 
a previous letter which FOSTER had sent to the National 
Committee meeting in December and which, to all 
effects, was suppressed by DENNIS . . FOSTER* s- letter 
contained a considerable number of organizational 
measures and procedures to guide and direct the 
work of the CP, USA in the two major political parties, 
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Informant said that since FOSTER 1 s ideas on this 
subject were at variance with the policy and the 
outlook of EUGENE DENNIS, it was providing a basis 
of conflict in the top leadership, 

informant stated that DENNIS attempted to 
ignore FOSTER 1 s letter but that BENJAMIN DAVIS and 
IRVING POTASH objected strenuously saying that 
the most serious and respectful attention should be 
paid to WILLIAM Z 0 FOSTER* NY T-*10 said that it was 
finally decided that the resident NEC would organize 
an extensive discussion on the two letters submitted 
by FOSTER . 

NY T-6 on February 11, 1959 stated that 
ROBERT THOMPSON on February 10, 1959 said that he 
would leave New York the following week to visit 
Chicago and the west coasts < The purpose of this 
trip was to consolidate the party particularly on the 
west coast which has one third of the membership and 
where the "situation is not good's THOMPSON stated 
that it was his opinion that "the crisis in the 
Party is over*" The CP leadership is "entrenched" 
and there are no basic disagreements among the 
top Party leaders , 

NY T-l on March 17, 1959 said that EUGENE 
DENNIS stated he had heard that BEN DAVIS and WILLIAM 
Z & FOSTER were planning some new theses on the Negro 
Question in the United States* 

II a THE CHARLES LOMAN CASE 

NY T-l on January 7, 1959 stated that one 
of the matters discussed at the meeting of the resident 
NEC on January 6, 1959 was the action to be taken 
against CHARLES LCMAN who went to Russia the previous 
month without the permission of the national leadership 
of the CP, USA. The informant said that while all 
the resident members of the NEC were in favor of 
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expelling LOMAN from the CP, it was decided to 
pacify WILLIAM Z« FOSTER for the present since 
POSTER was opposed to LOMAN 1 s expulsion, instead, 
the resident NEC concurred in the recommendation of 
the New York State Committee that LOMAN be removed 
from all Party positions* and a short statement to this 
effect was to appear in the next issue of "The Worker" . 
The statement wtrald say that this action was taken 
"because LO&iSN left his post without permision. 

fJY T-6 on January 7, 1959, advised that he 
had learned that the CP* USA had notified the Soviets 
that CHARLES LC MAW had gone to M-oscow without CP, USA 
authority and that he was not an official representative 
of the CP, USA* 

NY T-24 on February k 0 1959 advised that 
LOMAN had written a letter dated January 17, 1959 from 
Moscow to CHARL5NE MITCHELL * In it he enclosed 
a statement for K\:$$ Worker" which was in reply to a 
statement of the New York State Board concerning him 
which had appeared in the January 11 issue ♦ 

In his statement, LOMAN s&t& that he 
had received permission to make the trip from the 
New York State chairman and other National Committee 
members to whom he had spoken ♦ He asserted that all 
his obligations to the State Committee had been 
fulfilled and that Brooklyn leaders were delegated to 
carry on his duties in his absence. LOMAN asserted 
that the attack on him was generated by EUGENE DENNIS 
because he had been studying •& basic and important 
article which had been written by "a very beloved 
and important national leader in our Party" • This 
article proved, according to LOMAN* that the main 
danger in the Party was right opportunism and revisionism 
and he said it was well known that he was in agreement 
with the line of thi^ article, 

LOMAN charged that the statement of the 
New York State Board in removing him from all p^rty 
posts was hanoful to Negro-white unity in the Party 
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and was a continuation of DENNIS ' splitting policy 
of playing one Negro leader against another. LOMAN 
also charged that not one single right wing 
revisionist had been removed or suspended from the 
Party while they had been carrying on open wrecking 
activities. 

NY T--4 on January 27, 1959 stated that 
BENJAMIN DAVIS , at a meeting of the CP national 
leadership that day, said that LOMAN had returned to 
the United States because of the reaction to his 
trip and fehat he had appeared at a Brooklyn County 
staff meeting and read his statement opposing the 
line of the Party and the action - of the New York 
State Board against him. DAVIS said that LOMAN' s 
action in sending back "a scandalous letter" was 
factional. 

NY T~4 on Februarys. 1959 stated that at 
a meeting..- of the NEC held that date, BEN DAVIS 
reviewed the LOMAN developments up to that t5.me. 
He pointed out that when LOMAN had left without 
appropriate authorisation, the New York State Board 
suspended him and the NEC concurred in that action. 
The State Board sent a committee to look into the 
organization in Brooklyn. This committee found that 
there was no leadership there and no organized 
work of the Party there. The committee made two 
proposals designed to provide leadership and to 
set up an organized plan of work, but these 
proposals were defeated in the County Committee. 
According to DAVIS, this defeat stemmed from the 
fact that there is a factional feeling among some 
of the leading comrades there. These comrades, 
all of whom are Negroes, had whipped the County 
Committee into hysteria and based themselves on 
a factional position of fighting the state and 
national leadership. 
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At a subsequent State Committee meeting, DAVIS said, 
it was decided that the State Committee approve 
the action of the State Board on the measures 
taken to strengthen, and improve the work of the 
Brooklyn Party organization and thatthe States 
Committee accepted LOMAN's proposal that he withdraw 
his statement because of its use for factional 
purposes involving the Party leadership. The State 
Committee also decided to. lift the suspension of 
LOMAN since he had agreed to abide by all decisions 
of the State Board and the State Committee. D2AVIS 
said that it was his opinion that the main thing 
involved in the whole case was a factional struggle 
by the group in Brooklyn against the national leaders 
and that this group was using LOMAN to fight the 
Party leadership. BAITS' said that LOMAN should 
be taken out of Brooklyn and other work found for 
him to do. 

NY T.-10 on February 9, 1959 advised in 
connection with DA¥IS r • discussion of the LOMAN case 
at the NEC meeting on February 8, 1959 that there was 
general agreement by all those present that the time 
was at hand for a resolute attack against not only 
the remaining forms and persons of the right wing 
but also against the left and ultra-left who are 
pursuing a course damaging to the -Party organization. 

NY T-6 on February 11, 1959 stated that 
ROBERT THOMPSON, the previous day, had described LOMAN 
as being "the prisoner" of the ultra-left group led 
by JIM KELLER,, AL LANNON h and ANDY ONDA. THOMPSON 
referred to the latter /KET^he new grouping in the 
Party" and he said that ONDA has tremendous influence 
on LOMAN * LOMAN, according to THOMPSON, had been of 
the opinion that he would have no difficulty in 
presenting the "new group f s" views to Moscow and he 
fooled WILLIAM Z* FOSTER into giving him a letter of 
introduction to the Russians. Because of FOSTER'S 
letter, LOMfiN received a cordial reception from the 
Russians, but suddenly they told him to go home. 
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THOMPSON said that LOMAN was honest but he was 
young and inexperienced. He would he replaced as 
Chairman of the Brooklyn CP and given some other 
assignment in New York City. 

NY T-4 on March 10, 1959 stated that 
DAVIS,, at a meeting of the resident NEC that day, 
gave a ' brief summary of the LOMAN situation as of 
that time. He stated that at a meeting which had 
been held in Brooklyn concerning LOMAN, LOMAN made 
no gains and lost supporters. According to DR^SSL*. 
LOMAN had been holding himself out as the only Negro 
party leader in Kings County. DAVIS said the Party 
must destroy this illusion by drawing other Negroes into 
leading circles. DAtfIS " remarked that many among 
the. Negro membership in Brooklyn are unhappy and 
demoralized. 

III. FACTIONALISM AROUND THE MO'TE TO CHICAGO 

NY T-25 on January 19, 1959 stated that 
CARL WINTER was in favor of the drastic step of 
moving CP Headquarters and "The Worker" to Chicago. 
WINTER believed that such a move would demonstrate 
to the Party membership as a whole that the 
leadership was independent of the New York situtation. 
With things as they now are, the membership cannot 
distinguish between national leadership and the 
New York leadership. WINTER characterized the Party 
in New York as being in a mess and that the national 
leadership was embroiled in it and therefore shared 
the responsibility for it. 

NY T-26 on January 28, 1959 stated that 
HELEN WINTER, who was in New York preparing a 
report concerning the move to Chicago, stated that 
it seemed to her that this move was being used as a 
"factional football" to get rid of some of the 
people who did not want to move to Chicago.

I. THE 21ST CONGRESS OF THE COMMUNIST 
PARTY, SOVIET UNIO N (CPSU) _ 

"The Worker" of January 25, 1959* page 16, column 
5, in a news item entitled, "Jackson To Attend, " revealed 
that the National Committee of the CP, USA, announced "last 
week" that JAMES JACKSON would attend the 21st Congress of 
the CPSU as a guest « 

"The Worker" of January 2.5, 1959* page 16, column 
4, under the title, "Hall soviet CP Congress as ! Momentous 
Event'", set forth the greeting of the National Committee of 
the CP, USA, to the 21st Congress of the CPSU. 

This greeting stated that the 21st Congress of the 
CPSU was a momentous event of great significance to the 
peoples throughout the world. It saw the new Seven«Year 
Plan, which the Soviet Congress was to act upon, as a 
huge step forward in the building of Communism in the Soviet 
Union and. as an achievement that would have a tremendous 
impact* upon all peoples as a further demonstration of the 
enormous potential in a socialist organization of society. 

The greeting pointed to a growing awareness among 
the American people to the, relation of the Seven- Year Plan 
to securing peace and peaceful co-existence and it said that 
the sentiment for American-Soviet friendship had received 
great impetus from the peace initiatives of the USSR. 

The greeting concluded by extending the warmest 
.fraternal greetings of the CP, USA, to the CPSU and expressing 
the wish that the solidarity of the working people of all 
countries and the fraternal relationships of the Communist 
Parties would grow ever- stronger in 'the noble cause of peace, 
democracy and socialism;, 
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In connection with the above greeting, NY T-8 
on January 27, 1959, advised that. WILLIAM Z. FOSTER wrote 
to the National Executive Committee 011 January 25, 1959* 
pointing out that he believed that the greeting from the 
CP, USA, should have been "considerably stronger, " especially 
on three points. FOSTER stated that first, the matter of 
peace was handled too generally in Ishe greeting. A strong 
statement condemning the cold war and specifically condemn- 
ing American imperialism as being the basic architect of 
it should have been included. The CP, USA, should 
specifically criticize "our government" for its bellicose 
policies. 

Secondly, FOSTER believed that the omission of 
any mention of the Cuban revolution was a serious short- 
coming, and the Party should have pointed out the splendid 
opportunities that now exist in view of the Cuban revolution 
for a strong liberation movement in Latin America. Thirdly, 
FOSTER was critical of the fact that the greeting did not 
mention China, whose revolution, he believed, had a special 
meaning for the United States and, therefore, for the CP, 
USA. 

"The Worker" of March 1, 1959, page 4, column 3, 
under the title, "Jackson's Speech at the Soviet Congress," 
set forth the text of the speech which JACKSON made to the 
Soviet Congress in Moscow. 

JACKSON, according to the text, on the authority 
of the NEC and on behalf of the CP, USA, delegation 
extended the heartfelt greetings of the CP, USA, to the Congress. 
He praised KHRUSHCHEV f s speech on the Seven-Year Plan as 
having "already attained the stature of a historic-^ 
document, " and he said that , "Communists the world over 
would welcome the ideological contribution and profound 
insights which Comrade KHRUSHCHEV 1 s report contains for 
the solution of a number of problems of the struggle for 
peace, /mtx8$§Z freedom and socialism." 
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JACKSON stated that the challenge of the CPSU 
was for the fraternal Communist Parties everywhere to work 
harder for preserving and strengthening peace, and he stated 
that the CP, USA, would find great inspiration in this 
challenge. He also stated that the CP, USA, would not spare 
itself in its struggle to prevent the imperialist adventurers 
and a handful of monopolists from pushing "our country into 
such a war whose outcome could only result in our national 
oblivion. " 

JACKSON reported that the CP, USA, lives, that 
i-g is among the masses in their daily struggles, and that 
it has real prospects for growth in influence and numbers 0 
He said that, "we are building our Party on the firm principle 
of Marxism-Leninism." 

NY T-17 on February 11, 1959* stated that HZ LUMER 
wrote a letter dated February 6, 1959* to all Districts, 
stating that the following pamphlets regarding the 21st 
Congress of the CPSU would soon be available: 

1. Main report by KHRUSHCHEV. 

2„ Resolution of the Congress. 

3* MIKOYAN 1 s report. 

4. Speeches by important delegates. 

He urged all Districts to place their orders for these 
pamphlets early. 

NY T-4 on March 31, 1959* advised that JAMES JACKSON 
made a report on his trip to the Soviet Union at CP Head- 
quarters at a meeting of the NEC held that date. JACKSON 
described his trip as "a most extraordinary and exciting 
event" and he outlined the advances made by the Soviet people 
in many fields. He said that at the 2ist Congress of the 
CPSU, American imperialism was discussed by all speakers 
and was characterized as "a giant octopus." JACKSON stated, 
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"the value of our Party lies in our dedication to wrestle 
with this octopus e n 

JACKSON asserted that the Seven-Year Plan of the 
Soviet Union is part of a plan to reach pure Communism in 
15 years , The international significance of this was that 
in from 10 to 15 years in many cities in the Soviet Union 
a society will be demonstrated having more cultural riches 
than in any country in the world* This would represent the 
triumph of the workers in the struggle for peace and socialism, 
and, he continued, "our greatest contribution will be to move 
our working class along the same lines tt n 

JACKSON also stated that the delegates in attendance 
at the Congress had a great deal of respect for the American 
CP* 

II • CP, USA, and 

THE CU BAN REVOLTOION 

NY T<-8 on February 13* 1959* advised that WILLIAM 
Z c POSfflER wrote to the NEC on January 5* 1959* stating that 
one of the many imperative tasks for the Party raised by the 
revolt in Cuba was the necessity for prompt action to help 
organize opposition to American imperialism in various 
Latin America countries <> He asserted that the Latin American 
peoples are ripe for action against their impeift&ist masters 
but they are lagging in the development of strong anti- 
imperialist movements largely due to the inactivity of the 
Latin American and United States Communist Parties, He 
said the CP, USA* is responsible for this lag in activity 
but* "of course* the CP* USA* cannot be the actual leader 
of the Latin American "anti-imper list movement*". This was 
•thetask of the Latin American peoples themselves* nevertheless* 
the CP* USA* could be helpful by intensive activity in this 
field* POSTER urged that the Party take rapid steps to 
overcome its shortcomings in this matter. 

NY T~6 on January 7* 1959* stated that* according 
to JAMES JACKSON* JOE NORTH had given a report on Cuba to a 
meeting of the Resident Board of .the NEC on January 6* 1959 • 
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NORTH described the united front arrangement then in existence 
with the working classes in which the Cuban CP was actively- 
participating. Ke described the Communist strength in 
various parts of the island and the part the Popular Socialist 
Party (CP of Cuba) had played in the revolution*, JACKSON 
stated that NOKPH was scheduled to go to Cuba in the near 
future * 

"The Worker 1 r of January 11, 1959 j on page 3, 
column 4, ur?der the title "CP Statement on Cuba Victory" 
announced -chat EUGENE DENNIS had made a statement on 
January 3j 1959* concerning the victory of the democratic 
and revolutionary movement in Cuba* In the statement, DENNIS 
said the victory of the CASTRO f co3«B,"ln which the Popular 
Socialist Party played a vital part" is part arid parcel of 
the great upsurge of the democratic and national liberation 
struggles of the peoples of Latin America, Asia and Africa. 
DENNIS virged the progressive forces of the United States to 
demand immediate recognition of the new government and oppose 
all efforts by the United States or the Pentagon to interfere 
in the internal affairs of Cuba* 

"T-he Worker" of January 25, 1959* page 16, column 2, 
under the title "Cuban Communists Warn cf Intervention, 11 
stated that the Popular Socialist Party, in a cable to the 
CP, USA, had charged, that the North American imperialists 
were trying to def alas the revolution with "hysterical 
propaganda" about the executions of those who served tryanny. 
These executions, the. cable said, were not done in the spirit 
of vengeance, but as an example to prevent the repetition of 
the Nazi brutality of the BATISTA gang. The cable called 
upon the CP, USA, and through it, the working class of the 
United States to let the truth be known and expose 'the 
hypocritical campaign being carried out by the North American 
imperialists under the guise of humanitarianisnu " 

NY T~20 on February 2, 1959* advised that the New 
York State CP Board at its meeting cn January 26, 1959* urged 
all Party organizations in New York State to invite JOE NORTH, 
who had recently returned from a trip to Cuba, to speak on 
events in that country; 
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NY T-10 on February 9, 1959* stated that JOE NOETH 
gave a report on Cuba to a meeting cf the NEC held on February 
1> 1959. The informant stated that part of NORTH 1 s report 
dealt with the responsibilities of the American Communist 
Party and other democratic and progressive forces in pre-, 
venting any possible intervention in Cuba on the side of 
the deposed forces and rendering whatever help is possible 
to the total completion of the democratic revolution in that 
country <> After the report and the discussion which followed, 
the following three motions were unamiously adopted: 

1. To approve the report and take a number of 
steps to popularise and further publicize the information 
in the report, possibly in the form of pamphlets, leaflets 
and aroickes in various Party newspapers, 

2„ To instruct the Resident NEC to outline a 
complete and specific plan for local action in support of 
the Cuban revolution. 

3. To congratulate NORTH for srhat was characterized 
as a superb report orial job, as well as the effective repre- 
sentation for the Party on his trip, 

"The Worker" of February 8, 1959* page 3, column 1, 
under the title, "CP, USA, Urges Defense of Free Cuba, " stated 
that the NEC of the CP, USA, in a statement entitled, "Hands 
Off Cuba! Solidarity with Free CubaS " had pledged the support 
of the American Communists to do their utmost to "defend Cuba's 
rights to full and untrammelled sowe%nty, its independence, 
its social and economic welfare," The statement stated that 
the Communists of the United States know well that the 
monopolists of Wall Street constitute the greatest peril to 
Cuba's freedom and social progess, and it called upon the 
American people to declare their support of a good neighbor 
policy to the Cuban people and their government of national 
liberation and democratic reform* 
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NY T~6 on February 12, 1959.* advised that he 
learned that NORTH had brought back a request from the Cuban 
CP that the CP, USA, purchase $9,000 worth of printing type 
for it. The CP, USA, will not honor this request because 
it could not afford to advance the money at this time, and 
the Cuban CP was to be advised to purchase the material direct- 
ly. According to the informant, JOE NORTH stated that the 
Cuban CP would not like this "brush off 11 from the CP, USA C 
NOBTH stated that he learned in private talks with Cuban 
CP leaders that they are particularly displeased with the 
CP, USA, accusing it of having abandoned them during the 
past two years when they were operating in the underground; » 

NY T-7 on February 17, 1959j advised that WILLIAM 
Z A FOSTER had prepared a letter which he planned to send to 
the Popular Socialist Party of Cuba 0 In this letter FOSTER' 
thanked the Cuban Party for the birthday greetings he had 
received from them and he congratulated them for the part 
they played in the revolution* He warned that there were 
powerful enemies trying to defeat the revolution and he 
advocated three major tasks which were imperative in the 
development of the revolution: 

1. The revolution must locally fulfill the 
pressing needs of the people. This would involve building 
a government based on progressive democracy and led by true 
sons and daughters of t-he revolution,, 

2. The necessity of bringing the progressive 

mass forces and people • throughout Latin America to the support 
of the revolution, 

3. Develop the fullest trade, diplomatic and 
cultural relations with the countries of socialism. 

NY T-6 on February 24, 1959 advised that ROBERT 
THOMPSON stated that from now on the CP, USA, would maintain 
a close, friendly, working contact with the Cuban CP.. 
A CP Western Hemisphere conference would be held soon in which 
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the Cuban CP was to play an important part. As of that 
time THOMPSON did not know what role the CP, USA, would 
play in this conference, 

NY T-12 on February 25, 1959, advised that from 
February 21 to February 24, 1959 > there was a four day 
assembly of the Socialist youth; of Cuba, which is the 
Communist Party Youth of Cuba, in Havana, Present at this 
assembly were several delegates from Mexico, the Dominican 
Republic, and two from the CP, USA. On February 24, 
1959* at a full assembly in the National Theater in Havana, 
one of the Americans identified himself as JACK WILLIAMS in 
a speech he gave to the assembly. 



III. CP, USA, INVITATION TO DEAN OF CANTERBURY 
TO SPEAK AT 3&TH ANNIVERSARY": CELEBRATION 
jOg-._"gHE . WORKE R" 

NY T~4 on December 30, 1958, advised that at a 
meeting of CP, USA, leaders held that day, WILLIAM PATTERSON 
stated that Dr. HEWLETT JOHMSON, the Dean of Canterbury 
Cathedral, had agreed to attend and speak at the 35th 
Anniversary Celebration of "The Worker," which was to be held 
on February 22, 1959* in New York City. PATTERSON said that 
the Party should find ways to get professional groups, such 
as doctors and lawyers, to have receptions forihe while 
he is in this country* He also stated that- the ideological 
impact of the iiean*s speaking at this celebration would be 
a "morale builder to the nth degree." 

NY T-8 on February 13, 1959 » advised that on 
January 23, 1959 , Dr. HEWLETT JOHNSON, the Dean of Canterbury, 
wrote PATTERSON to advise him that he was having difficulty 
securing a visa for his trip and that in view of several 
commitments which he had in England during February and 
March it would be necessary for him to call off his proposed 
trip. 
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IV* INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS, 

ONE OP THE MAJOR POINTS IN THE 
PARTY 1 S NEW PLAN OP WORK ' 



NY T-4 on February 8, 1959, advised that ROBERT 
THOMPSON, at a meeting of the NEC held that day, submitted a 
plan of work for the CP, USA* The plan was aimed at identify- 
ing the Party with the main mass issues concerning the working 
class and the peoples movement of the count ry, . .'THOMPSON 
believed that this plan could be developed around six central 
issues. One of these six issues was the identification of 
Party, .activities and struggle with ending the cold war. Also, 
he believed that the Party could play an important part 
in a campaign to end the nuclear tests and to develop 
East-West trade. 

V. CP, USA AND THE 
BERLIN SITUATION 



NY T~4 on March 3, 1959* stated that EUGENE DENNIS, 
at a meeting of the Resident NEC held that date, gave an 
analysis on the Berlin situation. Ee stated the basic reason 
for the differences existing was the ten years of violation 
of the Potsdam Conference by the Western powers and the 
lifting of restrictions on German monopoly. He pointed out 
the many things the Soviet Union had done towards establishing 
Berlin as a free city. 

DENNIS, in his report, felt that the Soviet Union 
was taking a new initiative to facilitate negotiations j 
however, the prospects for these negotiations being successful 
were uncertain. He stated that there was a need to explain 

again and again" that the resurgence of pressure around 
the German question does not arise from the Soviet proposals. 
The CP, USAj should keep pushing for a Summit Conference and 
should emphasize its ideas for a demilitarized Berlin* 

NY T~3 on March 23, 1959, Provided a press release 
of the CP, USA, dated March 19, 1959, which set forth the 
comments of EUGENE DENNIS in connection with President EISENHOWER 1 
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broadcast on the Berlin crisis. DENNIS charged that 
EISENHOWER had rewritten the history of the Berlin and German 
events in his speech and that, according to DENNIS, it was 
common knowledge that the, NATO powers had violated the" Potsdam 
Agreement and had rearmed the Nazis of Western Germany with 
atomic weapons. DENNIS stated ihat the ffcst step towards a 
peaceful solution of the German question was the neutralization 
and demilitarization of West Berlin, followed by a Summit 
Conference where, by peaceful negotiation, the whole question 
could be sett-led* DENNIS called upon the American people, 
by their public pressure, to make the United States Govern- 
ment negotiate >■ at the .summit to resolve the Berlin crisis, 
ban atomic tests and take serious steps toward world dis- 
armament, 

VI.. MISCELLANEOUS CP, USA, 

CONTACTS WITH FOREIGN CPs 

"The Worker" of January 18, 1959, on page 13, column 
1, under the title, "Greet Tim Buck," revealed that the CP, USA, 
had greeted TIM BUCK, the leader of the Labor Progressive 
Party of Canada, on the occasion of his 68th birthday. 

NY T«8 on February 10, 1959* stated that JOHN 
GOLLAN, General Secretary of the British Communist Party, 
wrote the CP, USA, on January 23, 1959, announcing that 
the 26th National Congress of the British Party would be 
held from March 27 to 30, and invitating CP, USA, to send 
a delegate or appropriate greetings. 

NY T-3 on February 18, 1959, advised that the 
Polish United Workers Party cabled the CP, USA, on February 
17, to invite the latter Party to send delegates to the Third 
Party Congress which was to be held in Warsaw on March 10, 1958. 

WI T~21 on February 26, 1959, learned that EUGENE 
DENNIS informed JAMES JACKSON, who was in Europe at the time, 
that the Party had received the invitation from the Polish 
Party and that DENNIS hoped JACKSON would be able to attend. 
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"The Worker" of March 15, 1959, page 3, column 3, 
under the title, "Greetings to Poland," stated that the 
Communist Party, USA, in a letter to the Polish United 
Workers Party the previous week, extended sincere st wishes 
to the Polish people for their happiness and continued 
success in their glorious efforts to build a mighty Socialist 
Poland. 

The March, 1959, issue of "Political Affairs," 
page 22, printed a letter dated December 19, 1958, to MAO 
TSE-TUNG from WILLIAM Z. POSTER. In the letter, FOSTER 
extended his heartiest congratulations to MAO .for the 
glorious success of "your tremendous revolution." He 
pointed out his shame at the outrageous policy of intimidation 
practiced by the great moncpol3es,which control the United 
States Government, in their effort to strangle the Communist 
revolution^ and his confidence that the solidarity of the 
socialist world, led by the Soviet Union, would force the 
United States to retreat. 

POSTER said the reel task was for the revolutionary 
forces to push ahead with building world socialism while 
holding the capitalist warmongers in leash. He said that 
all progess made in the United States in integration and 
racial problems was the result of international democratic 
and socialist pressure. 

"Poltical Affairs" also printed the reply which 
POSTER received from MAO*. In his letter MAO extended 
heartiest greetings to POSTER and stated he would warmly 
welcome POSTER'S going to China for medical treatment and 
convalescence, if it was possible for him to do so, 

NY T~8 .on March 25, 1959, advised that MAURICE 
THOREZ, General Secretary of the Communist Party of Prance, 
wrote the CP, USA, on March 11, 1959, to announce that the 
15th Congress of the French Party would be held from May 27th 
to May 31st, 1959* near Paris, The CP> USA, was invited to 
send a delegation or in their absence, a fraternal message.

On January 11, 1959, NY T-7 advised that WILLIAM 
Z. FOSTER stated in regard to the political question, that 
the CP had "half a policy" according to NY T-7. FOSTER 
further remarked that the good half of this policy was the 
CP statement that the masses of workers are in the Democratic 
Party. FOSTER said that the bad part of the policy was that 
which dealt with the independent role of the CP. FOSTER stated 
that we always have to be an independent Party, but that the 
idea of putting up one candidate is foolish. FOSTER further 
stated that he had written an article in an effort to correct 
this poor policy of the CP. 

On March 3, 1959, NY T-6 made available a copy of a 
document entitled "The Struggle for a Mass Labor Party", by 
WILLIAM Z, FOSTER. 

This document states in part as follows: "It is 
the purpose of this article to indicate how the capitalist 
two-party system has grown, the struggle that has been waged by 
the masses against it, and what ought to be done to it now 
in order to win the long fight for a mass independent workers 
political party," 

WILLIAM Z. FOSTER in this article outlines the 
histories of the Republican and Democratic Parties, and 
reviews the "Historical Efforts to Break Away from the Two- 
Party System." 

This article concludes by stating: 
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"Now we come to the vital question of the independent 
role of the Communist Party in the class struggle, particularly 
with regard to the labor party. There are those who fear 
that to work earnestly in the old parties would injure the 
Communist Party, and sink it in opportunism.. But this is 
an error. Properly carried out, this work should greatly 
strengthen the Party, "both organizationally and ideologically. 
The main thing to prevent opportunism in the Party's electoral 
work is to keep the labor party slogan to the fore, and also 
not to forget an active propagation elf socialism, although 
in its initial stages the labor party may not endorse 
socialism. The Communist Party has innumerable 6ther 
class struggle issues besides the labor party, and it serves 
a vanguard role in each of them. Eves:* though there were 
a labor party in existence, the Communist Party would still 
have an increasingly powerful electoral, role to play x^ith 
its own tickets, much as the British Communist Party has 
in relation to the Labor Party in that country. Our* Party 
would especially have many important tasks to advance outside 
of the old capitalist parties. For example, it would have 
to propagate the labor party issue throughout the length 
and breadth of the trade union movement, and this would 
be a world *of work in itself. In its. general later 1 1 . . 
party work, the Communist Party would seek to win the 
co-operation of other left parties, with all their 
sectarianism and opportunism, for a joint ;f ight to establish 
the labor party along the lines advocated herein. Generally 
however, these parties clo not ag^ee to working in the old parties 
but insist on isolating ^themselves from the broad masses 
of the workers by putting up separate general tickets in- 
discriminately . 

"We must not forget the enormous role of the 
Communist Party, independently in building the labor party 
and helping It to function electorally. The Party must 
put up independent : candidates, jointly or alone, against 
those especially worthless elements on the Democratic or 
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"•'Republican tickets, and to bring forward its own program 
before the people. A fine example of Communist Party 
electoral work, which embodies many of the constructive 
points brought out above, was seen in the campaign led 
by Benjamin J. Davis in Harlem in last November's general 
elections. The Communist Party would seek to win the votes 
of radical workers who do not support the old parties, or 
workers who, in the course of the struggle, have broken 
off from them. Undoubtedly, in the building of the labor 
partv in the United States, there will be many of such 
independent groups or parties developed. We must remember, 
however, that in this work we are not out to build another 
splinter party, which would only harm the movement j the 
labor party is aimed at winning a majority of the American 
people, and the working strategy must bear this fact in mind. 

"Our Party must especially \mify the work outside 
with that on the inside of the old parties in |he building 
of the labor party. Today, there is no unity whatever in 
this respect. All independent tickets, whether of one 
party or more, must be placed in harmony with the strategy 
that is being followed by labor in the Democratic Party 
elections. Above all, it must feot be forgotten that the 
independent parties have waged almost a century of struggle 
for the establishment of a mass party of labor. It must 
also not be lost sight of that the building of the Communist 
Party-is fundamental to the carrying out of every task in 
the class struggle, including the building of the labor 
party . 

"The long-continued two-party system has been a 
serious handieapVco the development of the American labor 
movement. The numerous breakaway movements, described 
above, are eloquent proof that over the years the workers 
have tried to free themselves of this pernicious system 
of employer control. It is conclusive proof that the leaders 
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of the unions and other labor party groupings, who are 
such devotees to the two-party system, are very far 
from being faithful representatives of their rank and file . 
The creation of a strong labor party, which will not 
be long in developing, will be of major importance, not 
only to the American working class, but to the labor 
movement of the world. Especially it will release new 
and powerful peace forces in the heartland of the war 
danger . 11

The February, 1959* issue of "Party Affairs" on page 
1, contains an article entitled, "Legislative Program Issued" , 
This article indicated that the National Executive Committee 
of the Communist Party (CP), USA had prepared a legislative program> 
which centers on the following points: 

" 1. End the cold war! Establish guarantees for 
peaceful competition, trade and exchanges in all fields by 
agreements and treaties* End nuclear weapons tests by treaty 
as an immediate step leading to general disarmament. Recognize 
and establish normal peace relations with the People ! s Republic 
of China. 

" 2. Establish the 30-hour week* with no cut in weekly 
pay. Such an immediate measure is necessary to give .some of 
the benefits of automation to the working people, and to help 
put America back to work* With the Federal gvernment deeply 
involved in every phase of the economy through contracts and 
legislation on minimum hours and wages, the U.S. Congress has 
a primary responsibility to act. National legislation and en- 
forcement can make it a reality. 

" 3* Increase unemployment insurance benefits to two- 
thirds of average wages with a $55 per week minimun for all 
workers and for the full period of ^^nemployment Establish 
uniform Federal standards for all states. 

" 4. Repeal the anti-labor Taft Hartley Law and re-enact 
the Wagner Act. 

" 5, Protect the family-size farms and farm workers 
from the insecurity and poverty caused by the farm crisis * 
Provide increased price supports, and the credit, services, 
and tax relief needed by small farmers in order to survive. 
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" 6, Outlaw all Jim-Crew practices and nolicies* Make 
enforcement of civil rights a Federal responsibility and all 
violations subject to Federal criminal penalties. Full inte- 
gration of the Negro people on a free and equal basis into all 
phases of society,, 

" 7. . Establish Federal programs and appropriate the 
necessary funds to meet.. all educational, social, political, 
and ecomonic needs of the South, and to overcome the results 
of more than three hundred years of oppression of the Negro 
people. 

" 8. Legislate for America's youth, Establish an 
American Youth Administration with funds and authority to 
work with representatives of youth organizations on national, 
state, and local levels for a program to guarantee to our 
youth the opportunity for job training and employment, for 
schooling through college and specialized education* for athletics 
and recreational activities and all other needs. " 

This article further reflects that the entire 
legislative program of the CP had been issued as a folder 
for mass distribution.

"The New York Times" on January 5, 1959, on page 10, 
column 6, contained an advertisement entitled, "A New Year's 
Plea for Clemency!" This advertisement asked the reader 
that if he agreed with a letter sent to the President in 
September, 1958, by a group of "distinguished Americans," 
he should write the President requesting clemency for HENRY 
WINSTON and GIL GREEN. The letter, which was signed by 
twenty-five individuals, and which was reprinted' as par'o- 
of the advertisement, requested the President to exercise 
executive clemency in behalf of these two individuals, stating 
that in view of the Supreme Court 1 s decision in the YATES 
Case, they would not even be indicted today. 

Publication pf the advertisement was made possible

In connection with this advertisement, NY T-33 on 
December 9, 1958, advised that EDNA WINSTON that date 
stated that the New York State CP had committed itself to 
raise money for the advertisement, which was to appear in 
"The New York Times", appealing for amnesty for her husband. 

NY T-li? on January 19, 1959* advised that ARNOLD 
JOHNSON addressed a letter dated January 9, 1959, to all 
Districts fenc^osing a copy of the "Times 1 " acU. . JOHNSON, 
in his letter, urged every effort be made to publish this 
ad in local newspapers in all cities under suitable auspices. 
He said finances for publishing the ad must be raised locally. 
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The February, 1959, issue of ! l Party Affairs, 11 on 
page 3, contained an article entitled, "Help Win Amnesty 
for Winston, Green." The article noted that the "Times" 
ad 7 a radio symposium in Los Angles, and various 

editorials that have appeared in newspapers throughout the 
country, indicated that the amnesty campain for WINSTON and 
GREEN had taken on considerable momentum. The article urged 
all Party organizations to join in this campaign and make 
every effort to help win freedom for the two men. 

NY T~4 on February 8, 1959, advised that ROBERT 
THOMPSON, at a meeting of tl:e NEC held that day, submitted 
a plan of work for the CP, USA. This plan was aimed at 
identifying the Party with the main mass issues concerning 
the working class and the people's movement in this country. 
One of the six major issues around which THOMPSON said the 
Party should struggle was that of ending political "persecution" 
in America and freeing the poU&ical prisoners. He advocated 
the development of the amnesty campaign, the ending of the 
Smith Act and Taft-Hartle^ /A »|fersecutions" and obtaining full 
legality for the Communist rarty.. 

NY T-10 on February 9, 1959, furnished a copy of 
a document .entitled, "Notes on Amnesty Campaign, " which was 
given to each of the CP leaders attending the NEC meeting on 
February 7 and 8, 1959* This document reviewed the 
publicity that the amnesty campaign had been receiving and 
advocated the Party organizations taking the following steps: 

1. Selected mailings of the Smith Act Bulletin to 
public leaders « 

2. Reprinting the New Year's appeal advertisement 
in as many newspapers as possible. 

3.. Arranging radio broadcasts wherever possible. 

4. Arranging affairs under broad sponsorship on 
behalf of WINSTON and GREEN. 

5. State organizations should select small 
committees to take charge of this work.

6. Visit their Congressmen urging them to raise the 
question in Congress.

7» Keep the fate of the two Smith Act prisoners 
a live issue in the progressive movement and bring it 
before an increasing number of Americans. 

The documeit warned that the Party should be aware 
of the fact that ex-CP members wanted to take over in this 
field for the purpose of keeping in contact with the Party 
members and possibly impressing the imprisoned comrades. 
The Party was urged not to leave the field wide open for 
these ex-comrades to take over. 

II. CIVIL RIGHTS AND CIVIL LIBERTIES ISSUES 

NY T-4 on February 8, 1959, advised that ROBERT 
THOMPSON, at the meeting of the NEC held on that date, stated 
in his plan of work for the CP, USA, that the first of the 
six major issues around which the CP, USA, should concentrate 
its struggle was for full integration and the ending of all 
segregation and discrimination, for the enactment of Pair 
Employment Practices legislation, development and support on 
a national scale of right-to-work legislation, and organiza- 
tion of the South. 

NY T-l on March 26, 1959, furnished a copy of a press 
release of the CP, USA, concerning the statement adopted by 
the NEC on March 22, 1959^ condemning "Congressional 
scuttling of election mandate." Among other things, the 
NEC statement said that one of the key issues before Congress 
at the present time was to enact civil rights legislation 
with Federal responsibility to enforce an end to all 
discrimination, and to guarantee immediate integration of the 
Negro people into all phases of American life on the basis 
of fell equality.

On January 10 and 11, 1959, NY T-16 advised that a 
meeting of the National Auto Commission i CP, USA, was held 
on those dates at Chicago, Illinois, 

The informant said the agenda consisted of three 
topics which were discussed: skilled trades; reaction to the 
United Automobile Workers Union contracts; and the forthcoming 
elections in the United Auto Workers Union. 

In discussing the above topics, RAY HASKELL 
gave a report on skilled trades, pointing out that the CP 
was in opposition to the skilled trades program of the 
United Auto Workers Union for the following reasons: the 
UAW allows no up-grading of job classifications from within 
the union; the skilled trades group of the UAW has been 
fighting the union instead of the bosses; and the. skilled 
trades group of the UAW has no general policy and there 
are many differences of policies within the skilled trades. 

HASKELL said the CP supported the skilled trades 
group in the following: the picketing against overtime; and 
the world-wide trade policy. 

The informant said CARL WINTER presented a report 
on the reaction of the Party to the United Automobile Workers' 
contracts and a report on the activity for auto workers and 
their union. He said the CP was not contemplating any 
action to bring about electoral changes in the union. He 
said, however, that some hopeful signs were present for 
changes as some local union leaders were seeking advice and 
assistance from the Party. 
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WINTER discussed the areas in which the. Party- 
should be active and suggested several of them, such as: 
organizing left activity concerning the shorter work week and 
speed-up program j work for an amendment to the Pair Labor 
Standards Act to permit a thirty hour week; institute a 
propaganda campaign in the unions for a six hour day; 
start a movement to obtain government allowances for large 
families; institute a program to g6t city councils and 
state legislatures to make statements opposing overtime; 
broaden the area for resistance to the speed-up through 
businessmen and churches; conduct a program within the UAW 
for the steward system to assure more democracy in the 
union; organize a movement to repeal Section 9H of the 
Taft Hartley Law; work for a model Fair Employment Practices 
clause in all contracts at a local level; promote sentiment 
in unions for foreign trade and exchange delegations within 
unions; organize the unorganized; and bring about unity in 
the unions. 

The informant said it was announced that the 
next National Auto Commission meeting is scheduled for 
April 6 and 7 , 1959 t at Detroit » 

Top Functionary Meeting 

On February 2, 1959* NY T~4 advised that on 
that date a group of national CP functionaries took 
place at CP Headquarters, New York City. The meeting 
was chaired by IRVING POTASH, Labor Secretary, CP, USA, and 
was devoted to a discussion of labor questions existing within 
the Party. 

The informant said CARL WINTER made a report 
on the auto situation in Detroit. He said there exists 
among the workers a resentment toward the union leadership. 
He said there exists a possibility for the Party to organize 
the rank and file to prevent the ouster of the leaders. He 
said the Party should concentrate all its energies in the 
elections and would definitely organize blocs to develop 
the membership. 
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WINTER said there exists a need for the Party to 
develop issues on a national scale on the following subjects: 
economic issues and union democracy* Under the subject of 
economic issues, WINTER said support and action could be 
raised for a thirty hour week; a weekly wage for the 
unemployed; a campaign against speed-ups; an anti-discrimination 
program; and a program for more jobs for more workers p pader 
each of the above issues, WINTER enumerated actions which could 
be taken to bring about the desired results, such as: 
supporting legislation for a six day week; no overtime if 
there are unemployed; moratorium on debts for the unemployed! 
make speed-up a civic issue; insistence upon an FEPC clause 
in all contracts; and the cold war; earlier retirement, and 
the sharing by the workers of automation benefits , WINTER 
felt that there were six issues which could be exploited 
to assure union democracy # They were: full membership 
rights for the -unemployed; guaranteed negro representation 
in union leadership; consultation with the membership before 
signing of contracts; development of volunteer committees 
and steward services at the shop level; involving maximum 
participation of membership in endorsing political 
platforms; and consultation of the membership in the 
desirability of a national referendum vote in electing the 
top officers . 

The informant advised that there was a discussion 
on the formation of a National Trade Union Commission, to 
be divided into two regional subdivisions: a mid-Western, 
composed of Ohio, Michigan and Illinois and from the far West, 
Washington, Oregon and California # 

It was also proposed that there be a Resident Trade 
Union Committee in New York for the purpose of making day to 
day decisions « 

The informant advised that IRVING POTASH proposed 
that more consultation be had prior to" making a final 
decision on the formation of the Commission/ POTASH* s 
proposal was accepted. 
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On February 3, 1959* T-17 made available a copy 
of a leaflet issued by the CP, USA, entitled, ,r All Out 
Support to the Steel Workers 

The information reflected that the leaflet 
declared that a fair employment practices clause in 
steel contracts is long overdue and declared that 
legislative battles are long overdue on the "right to work" 
law. 

In conclusion, the CP declared that it has no 
interests that are different from the interests of the 
steel workers and their families and it wouHd consider 
a victory of the steel workers on the thirty hour week 
a victory for the American people • 

On February 9* 1959* W T~10 advised that the 
National Executive Committee of the CP, USA met on February 
7-8, 1959. 

The informant said ROBERT THOMPSON presented a 
report on the Party 1 s plan of work, pointing out that the 
resident National Executive Committee had adopted a number 
of issues which it hopes will clarify the Party* s position 
on all fronts of activity * In this connection, THOMPSON 
discussed a Party document entitled, "Memo On Plan of Work 
With Regard to Trade Union Activities," 

The informant said the document pointed out that 
the major effort of the Party must be directed toward 
moving a number of key unions into the struggle on pressing 
problems of the workers ♦ It said this could be accomplished 
by developing the most comprehensive united front on all 
levels in' the unions on a number of key issues 9 The document 
said the Party 1 s attention should be directed to the following: 
give the fullest support everywhere f or the struggles and 
campaigns initiated by the unemployed auto workers in 
Michigan; promote nation-wide trade union support for the 
steel workers * demands in the coming negotiations; promote 
broad "united solidarity actions in support of all strikes; 
stimulate the demand for a united organized drive in the South; 
and to develop action in trade unions to g^in support for 
N*agro liberation, as a result of criticism of the National 
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Association for the Advancement of Colored People. 

On February 21, 1959* NY T-18 advised on that 
date a letter was received from EUGENE DENNIS and ROBERT 
THOMPSON, addressed to all Communist Party Club Chairmen, 
all Party Committees and to all District Chairmen and 
Secretaries. 

The letter detailed the .* hardships which have 
been suffered by families in the industrial areas due to 
unemployment. The letter declared that unemployment 
confronts the CP with heavy responsibilities and urged 
every Party club to undertake specific objectives in a 
renewed national endeavor to stimulate and participate in 
a united front in mass people's and union activities. 

The letter revealed that the National Executive 
Committee was urging all Party clubs to make the week of 
March 14 through 21, 1959, a period of concentrated 
national effort on behalf of the unemployed and their 
families and proposed the following activities: a special 
sale and distribution of "The Worker" issue of March 15, 
1959* which would present a comprehensive factual picture 
of the employment issue, Each club should chart its plans 
of participat&nln a ; » renewed -and sustained initiative to 
participate in united front struggles during the week 
designated as "-unemployment week" on one or more of the 
following key issues affecting unemployment: the mounting 
mass movement fbr a thirty hour week; enactment of stronger 
PEP legislation at all levels of government; extension and 
increase of unemployment insurance benefits; extended 
supplementary unemployment benefits; higher relief 
standards and free food distribution; and moratoriums 
on all debt installment collections. 
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On February 27, 1959 » NY T-19 advised that a CP 
Regional Labor Conference was held in Chicago on February 21-22, 
1959. CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT opened the conference , stating that 
its purpose would be to examine methods of work in shop groups 
and determine how to improve these methods. to permit the 
CP to break out of isolation, The Informant said there 
were 28 delegates in attendance, consisting of delegates from 
Chicago, Minnesota, Missouri, Wisconsin, Indiana, Oklahoma, 
Ohio and Michigan. 

The informant said the delegates spoke on 
conditions in their respective states and what could be 
done to improve conditions in these states.

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NY T-l reported on December 15, 1958, HUNTER 
PITTS O'DELL, who was introduced as CHARLES, spoke before 
an enlarged meeting of the Negro Commission, CP of 
Illinois, held December 14, 1958, in Chicago. 

NY T-2 reported on December 18, 1958, CHARLES, 
in his discussion of various documents relative to the 
Negro question, stated that in the past the CP stand has 
been for full economic, political, social and cultural 
equality for the Negro people, including the right to self- 
determination in the Black Lelt. He pointed out the National 
Negro Commission had discussed this point to a great extent 
and felt this stand taken by the CP more or less indicated 
the Negro people make up a nation by themselves. CHARLES 
stated the National Negro Commission changed this proposition 
and the stand at the present time is for the full equality 
of the Negro people with inalienable right to a fully 
integrated participation in the political, economic, social 
and cultural rights of America, including the right to the 
guarantee of genuinely representative government in the 
South, with proportional representation in the areas having 
a Negro majority in population. 

NY T-3 on February 2, 1959, furnished a mimeographed 
press release dated January 30, 1959 captioned "Statement 
on Civil Rights Violations In Alabama", issued by the 
National Executive Committee, CP, USA over the signatures 
of EUGENE DENNIS, National Secretary, and JAMES E. JACKSON, 
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Secretary for Negro and Southern Affairs. 

This press release charged the State of Alabama 
is rapidly degenerating into a full-fledged ''police state 
It goes on to list several items termed as a "campaign 
of reprisal and intimidation against Negro citizens and 
their leaders" . 

In part , this press release states: 

"Encouraged by President Eisenhower * s silence, 
and assisted by Eastland-type ¥ investigating 1 committees, 
a section of the state officialdom in Alabama and else- 
where in the South are, by; their deeds, letting the nation and 
the world know they hold~no allegiance to the U # S„ Constitution, 
their oath of office to uphold that Constitution, notwith- 
standing . This is a moral -political decay which stinks 
with the odor of a creeping fascism. 

"The challenge must be met by an aroused 
working class and nation, whose honor and liberties are 
at stake in this contest with Big-Business- inspired 
reaction in the South. We urge telegrams and letters 
to the following: 

"1) Qovernor Patterson of Alabama to act to 
end police violence against rights and persons of Negro 
citizenry* 

fl 2) President Eisenhower \irging Federal troops 
to be sent to Alabama to uphold the Constitution* 

"3) Governor Hodges to free the youth and 
teen-age victims imprisoned in North Carolina. 
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"The United States Congress, no less than the 
Federal Administration, has the central responsibility 
to uphold Constitutional rights in ,the South. The urgency 
of the moment requires action by all organisations concerned 
with the preservation and extension of democracy in the 
country, urging and demanding that Congress take up the 
battle to restore Section III to the Civil Rights Bill, 
without delay, in the month of February." 

"Party Affairs", issue of February, 1959* on 
page one, carried an article entitled "Legislative Program 
Issued." 

This article indicated the National Executive 
Committee (NEC), CP, USA, had prepared a legislative 
program for the party. Among the points noted in this 
program were the following: 

"Outlaw all Jim-Crow practices and policies. 
Make enforcement of civil rights a Federal responsibility 
and all violations subject to Federal criminal penalties. 
Full integration of the Negro people on a free and equal 
basis into all phases of society," 

"Establish Federal programs and appropriate 
the neces&ary funds to meet all educational, social, 
political, and economic needs of the South, and to 
overcome the results of more than three hundred years 
of oppression of the Negro people." 

NY T-4 reported on February 8, 1959, HUNTER 
PITTS O'DELL, at the February 8, 1959, session of a 
meeting of the full National Executive Committee CP, USA, 
stated he did not believe the- party program of work 
singled out what is the slogan for Negro rights. He stated 
he considered the slogan as already having been stated to 
be "full equality". 
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According to O'DELL, the CP is seeking to identify 
the number one issue imtorms. of work in the Negro people's 
movement. He said he did not think it possible for a 
Marxist party not to analyze scientifically whether in a 
given time, with a given set of circumstances, what the number 
one issue should be. 0 ' DELL said it was the question of 
building the Negro electorate throughout the country. 

NY T-3 on February 16, 1959* furnished a 
mimeographed memorandum entitled "Outline Program for 
Negro Work for 1959 11 issued from the office of the Secretary 
of Negro and Southern Affairs, CP, USA. 

This document pointed out that in view of the 
political situation, the following main issues of struggle 
are apparent: 

1.. Passage of State and National PEPC laws; 

2. Restoration of Section III to the 1957 Civil 
Rights Bill and extension of the life of the 
Civil Rights Commission; 

3. An end to segregation in housing and schools. 



The memorandum further set forth several mass 
organisational initiatives, such as: 

1. Enlargement of the labor and Negro electorate 
in the South, North and West for election of labor and 
Negro candidates to public office . 

2. Securing one million signatures to a petition 
calling on the President to implement the Supreme Court 
desegregation decision in connection with the Youth March 
campaign . 
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3. Encouragement of all forms of organised 
initiative by Negro trade unionists designed to end 
discrimination in the labor movement and increase Negro 
representation on policy making levels in the labor move- 
ment. 

4. Popularize the need for and the new opportunities 
prevailing to "Organize the Unorganized in the South" . 

NY T-5 reported on February 21, 1959* that HUNTER 
PITTS 0 1 DELL stated the role of the CP must be to organize 
and orient Communis activity in Negro life in order that 
the Negro electorate be increased during 1959. He said 
this must be worked on now ao as to be effective in i960. 
0 * DELL stated "we" must reflect things more clearly to 
the Negro letting him know the CP is a part of the "philosophical'' 
stream 1 .' He stressed the need of establishing a conscious 
Marxist 1?rend among all strata of Negro life, particularly 
among the Negro intellectuals. 

0*DELL continued the middle class Negroes do 
not have the social stature of middle class whites. There- 
fore, it is all the more important "we" appeal to the 
intelligentsia ;and encourage development of their ideology 
in a Marxist direction • 
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YOUTH MATTERS

Youth March For Integrated Schools 

On February 9, 1959; New York T-10 advised 
that at the NEC, CPUSA meeting held February 7 and 8, 
1959, New York City, HY LUMER gave a report on the Youth 
March to Washington for Integrated Schools co take place 
on April 18, 1959 « This report noted that the sponsorship 
of this movement is extremely wide and influential, 
that it has the support of many prominent Americans, 
it will have at least 20,000 people in buses converging 
at Washington and that in the meantime a campaign is 
under way for collection of one million signatures for a 
petition on integration, LUMER stated that this could be 
one of the greatest movements the country has ever seen 
and that the Communist Party and their supporters must 
identify themselves with this movement in every respect. 

New York T-10 further advised that LUMER* s 
report was discussed for a number of hours and it 
became one of the central issues treated by this NEC 
meeting. The informant added that the high degree of 
importance which the NEC attached to this subject was 
demonstrated by the fact that every person present 
made extensive talks on this March . The informant 
stated that it was decided as a result of this discussion 
that the Communist Party will make every possible effort 
to utilize to the fullest extent this legitimate move- 
ment for its own purpose # 
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SEVENTH WORLD YOUTH FESTIVAL 

On February 18, 1959* New York T-6 advised 
that HUNTER PITTS O'DELL, that date, seated that the 
Youth Festival scheduled for the Summer, 1959., in 
Vienna, was a subject of discussion at the resident 
NEC, CPUSA meeting held February 17, 1959, New York City, 
According to New York T-6, 0*DELL stated that the NEC 
is interested in the possibility of chartering a plane 
to transport one hundred delegates to the Youth Festival, 
The cost thereof is estimated to be $25*000 and would be 
borne by the delegates, each of whom would be required to 
pay about $300.00, 

On March 25* 1959* New York T-15 advised HY 
LUMER that date spoke "with reference to the forthcoming 
Seventh World Youth Festival • LUMER was concerned 
with the conflicting committees in this country working 
toward sponsorship of a delegation to the Youth Festival* 
He said the primary aim of the CPUSA is to get one 
common group of people to sponsor the* delegation 
nationally and publicly to give their name? as sponsors 
of the Seventh World Youth Festival without a reference 
to a committee. 

CUBAN YOUTH CONFERENCE 

On February 19, 1959, New York T-12 advised 
that HY LUMER on that date sent an individual who was 
to act as a representative of the National Youth 
Commission of the CPUSA to a youth conference in Cuba, 
sponsored by the Cuban Communist PartyJyputh organization. 
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"THE WORKER" , YOUTH PAGE 

"The Worker" Issue for February 15, 1959, on 
page 6, contains a column entitled, "Youth Page" with 
the sub-caption, "Why we are". This column states that 
the writers "of this page" are a small portion of 
America's younger generation whose goals are to have 
peace and to educate youth more adequately. The column 
promises to furnish the facts pertinent to the youth 
situation in this country. 

AMERICAN^SOVIET YOUTH EXCHANGE PROGRAM 

"The Worker" issue for March 15, 1959, on 
page 6, column 3, contains an article captioned, "Soviet 
Youth Hails Exchange", This article notes a statement 
issued by SERGEI ROMANOVSKY, Chairman of the Committee 
of USSR Youth Organizations, on his return from an 
exchange visit to the United States. In this statement 
ROMANOVSKY praises the exchange program by stating 
there is no better guarantee of endorsing peace 
than the growing friendship between American and 
Soviet young people that has developed out of the 
exchange agreement. He stated further that the 
Committee of USSR Youth Organizations has worked 
out with American youth groups a larger program of 
activities for 1959. 
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EFFORTS TO FORM A NATIONAL 
YOUTH ORGANIZATION 



On February 26, 1959, New York T-12 
advised that a youth meeting was held on the evening 
of February 25, 1959, New York City, which was presided 
over and described by RY LUMER as "a committee to 
work toward the establishment of a national youth 
organisation." LUMER then went on to suggest the type 
of youth organization the Communist Party desires to 
establish nationally and stated that he thought that 
September, 1959, would be the most likely time to 
have a National Youth Conference. LUMER stated that 
committees like the one then meeting would be formed 
throughout the country to work toward the establishment 
of a national youth organization which would come into 
being at the National Youth Conference in September, 
1959. LUMER said that he was going on a three 
weeks' tour about the country to establish these 
youth committees. 

New York T-12 further advised that LUMER 
suggested that at the National Youth Conference a 
youth organization be formed to encompass all youth 
groups so as to have a broad base from which to 
operate. He said that Philadelphia and New York 
would work together in this committee and inferred 
that this committee work would be independent of 
state CP organizational control. 
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On March 22 , 1959 > New York T-4 advised 
that HY LUMER gave a report on the youth question at 
the third day's session of the NEC meeting held that 
date. LUMER stated that a s.ub- committee of the NEC 
consisting of himself, BOB THOMPSON, HUNTER PITTS 
O'DELL and BILL ALBERTSON are setting up a committee 
of young people including some from New York and 
Philadelphia to organize a national youth conference. 
LUMER noted that the liquidation of the Labor Youth 
League created a serious void in the youth movement, 
but that there are growing indications of a rebirth 
of mass activity. LUMER remarked that on dissolution 
of the Labor Youth League some youth were attracted 
to the Trotskyites and other Socialist groups. He said 
that some youth groups look to the Communist Party, 
but that these groups are mainly young adult groups, 
for among the teenage groups there is expression of " 
opposition to Marxist-Leninist groups, LUMER said 
that the Communist Party must orient itself toward 
the establishment of Marxist-Leninist youth groups 
and must clearly define the meaning of Marxist-Leninist 
organizations. He said that the relationship to the 
Communist Party must be that of an auxiliary or 
stepping stone, separate from the Communist Party, 
but with ideological and fraternal ties supporting 
the line of the Communist Party. He said the 
organization must be broad enough to include youth 
with Socialist orientation, but who do not see 
the role of the Communist Party and the Soviet Union 
and are not prepared to accept the Communist Party. 
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New York T-4 further advised that LUMER stated 
the Communist Party must work for establishment of a 
youth organization in a flexible way and proposed; 

1. Calling a National Youth Conference in 

the Pall. 

2. Setting up a National Organizing Committee 
for various teenage groups, 

3. Setting up a committee to consider the 
possibility of a national youth publication. 

4. Setting up a national educational department 
for the development of a youth program. 

5. The issuance of a CP National Committee 
discussion bulletin on the youth organization question. 

6. Selection of a National Youth Work 

Director. 

LUMER summed up his report by emphasizing 
the Communist Party must provide leadership, guidance 
and coordination for youth. 

On March 28, 1959, New York T-13 advised that 
a meeting called by the New York State Committee of the 
Communist Party, USA was held on that date. BILL 
ALBERTS ON announced that the purpose of the meeting 
was to hear a report on the outlook of the CP, USA 
on the general question of youth work and the organiza- 
tion of youth. He stated that the report would be 
given by HY LUMER and that it would be based on dis-r 
cussion previously held by the NEC of the CP, USA. ' 
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During the report which followed* according 
to New York T-13, HY LUMER said that the conclusion 
had been reached that a Marxist youth organization 
should be based on the following principles t 

1. Broaden its appeal to Communist youth 
and other Marxist oriented youth. 

2. Provide for admission of youth into the 
ranks of the CP, 

3. The organization must be broad and flexible, 

4. The organisation must be based on solidarity 
and cooperation with all struggles of the working class. 

On March 30, 1959, New York T-14 advised that 
a meeting of a CP, USA, New York District youth group 
was held on that date. This group, which described 
itself as the New York Youth CommiSBion, met with members 
of the New York District of the CP, USA. Among others 
present were national leaders of the CP, USA, EUGENE DENNiS, 
HY LUMER and IRVING POTASH. 

New York T~l4 advised that HY LUMER gave the 
decision of the NEC, previously endorsed by the New York 
District of the CP, that the youth set up a commission 
to work toward a definite form of youth organization, 
short of actual formation of such organisation* This 
discussion was hotly disputed by the youth members 
present as they wanted to immediately form an organization. 
IRVING POTASH told this group that they were not yet 
prepared to form such an organization and he made a motion 
that the youth accept the decision of the NEC. After spirited 
debate pro and con, the motion was put to a vote and was 
defeated by a vote of six in favor, 12 opposed and 
one abstention. 

New York T-l4 advised that before the meeting 
adjourned, a committee was selected to meet with the New York 
state CP leadership to discuss and work out a solution to 
the problems connected with the formation of a youth 
organization.

"The Worker" of March 8, 1959 > page 8, column 3* 
published a column: "Woman Today, 11 posing a question: "What 
do you think are the main problems facing American women 
today and wha t they can do to solve them?" 

Answers by several individuals were then set out, 
ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN being one of those responding. FLYNN 
wrote that the first need is world peace, together with the 
banning of all bombs and nuclear tests and coexistence of 
all peoples regardless of social systems. She went on to 
list full democratic rights for all, without regard for 
race, color or creed, and guarantees of security through 
full employment. FLYNN asserted equal status for women 
cannot be separated from these objectives, and International 
Women's Day should "register the demands of American women 
for peace, democracy and security, before the women of the 
world." 

On page 4, column 4 of the same issue of "The 
Worker", there is reproduced the front and back covers of a 
folder honoring International Women f s Day, March 8th, 
published by the Women's International Democratic Federation, 
its headquarters being said to be located In Berlin. The 
folder, according to the caption, includes a call to women 
of the world to achieve "the immediate cessation of nuclear 
weapons tests, for the banning of all nuclear weapons and 
for disarmament." 

"The Worker" of March 22, 1959, page 14, column 4> 
printed an item noting that on that same date International 
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Women's Day was to be celebrated at Steinway Concert Hall, 
New York City. A reception there was to feature pictorial 
exhibits of women in action for peace, equal rights, national 
and full citizenship rights of Negro and Puerto Rican women 
and their families, in industrial and labor struggles, for 
civil liberties and in defense of the living, educational 
and cultural standards .and needs of their families.

I. CP j USA PLANS RE MAY PAY CELEBRATION 

NY T-32 on February 17* 1959 advised 
that representatives of the national groups press 
met at Central Plaza Annex that date. LOUIS 
WEINSTOCK spoke before the ^aun and said that 
the success of the May Daj/d^mx^ 'greatly upon 
the support that it can get from the nationality 
organizations. He said that last year "The Worker" 
sponsored the May Day Celebration and that the Party 
was told by the nationality organizations at 
that time that they could give support to the 
celebration but that theycould not become sponsors 
of it. This year, WEINSTONE said, the Party is 
taking a different role . It wants rank and file 
union support and it feels, it can get around 
2,000 signatures from the Hungarians for its Call 
for May Day Celebration. After these signatrues 
are obtained the Party feels that it can go to 
the nationality groups, the unions and mass 
organizations for sponsorship of the celebration. 
He said that the Party expected those present at 
this meeting to sign this Call and return it at the 
end of the meeting, 

II. THE JEWISH GROUP AND THE JEWISH QUESTION 

"The Worker" of January 18, 1959, page 14, 
column 1, carried an article captioned, "Anti-Soviet 
Campaign and Jewish Culture" by WILLIAM WEINSTONE . 
In the article WEINSTONE said that various individuals 
and groups had been carrying on a slanderous campaign 
against the Soviet Union/ slist or ting the situation of 
the Jews in that country. They have been carrying on 
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a crusade to the effect that anti-Semitism exists 
in the government and that Jewish culture is 
being deliberately destroyed. 

WEINSTONE said the Communist Party has 
fought this slanderous drive as part of the cold war 
and that-, while admitting the errors and crimes of the 
period 1948 9 1952, had rejected the hysterical 
attempts to condemn the Soviet Union as anti-Semitic. 

WEINSTONE said that the suppression of 
Jewish cultialfe and the execution of Jewish intellectuals 
during the period 1948 tq 1952 in the Soviet Union 
was due to capitalist encirclement, the cold war, 
the threat of atomic attack and the activities 
of imperialist agents « He called the charge of 
anti-Semitism as a policy of the Soviet government a 
monstrous lie and went on to cite the number of 
Jewish concerts and dramas presented and the number 
of books by Jewish authors published as 

evidence or growth in Jewish culture in the Soviet 
Union. He said that it was a time for all 
progressives to recognize this chatge of anti-Semitism . 
as a cover up for German rearmament and directed against 
the peace of the world. Jte concluded by urging all 
democratic mankind/^MslP^eople to direct their 
concerted attack against their real enemy - imperialist, 
anti-Semitic and racist monopoly capital. 

NY T-4 on February 18, 1959 stated that 
WEINSTONE, at a meeting of the CP leaders held that 
date, criticised the opinions given by MORRIS U. 
SCHAPPES in a recent article on the suppression of 
Jewish culture and the existence of anti-Semitism in 
the Soviet Union. WEINSTONE said the campaign of SCHAPPES 
to establish a federation of Jewish synagogues in the 
Soviet Union is "plain ordinary nationalism" and that 
such a federation has never existed, never should 
exist or be .encouraged in the Soviet Union. WEINSTONE 
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said that the campaign recently initiated to 
secure one hundred million dollars to save the 
Jews in eastern Europe was in reality launched 
to undermine socialism. 

III. THE ITAL IAN GROUP 

NY T-22 on January 20, 1959 stated that 
at a meeting, of the Administrative Committee of 
the Italian^%^)af)lr, "L'Unita" held on January 9, 
195S a group of four members of the Adrdnistrative 
Committee was appointed to meet -and hold a preliminary 
discussion on organizing some kind of organization 
among the Italian - American progressives. 

The informant also reported on January 20, 
1959 the four«man group met on January 14, 1959 and 
decided that an organization of Italian - American 
progressives was an absolute necessity. It was 
also decided that the character of the organization 
should not be restricted to Party people as they wanted 
others to participate in the organization. Therefore, 
the new organization should have a much broader 
approach such as mutual aid and should also include 
social and educational^activities. 

The question of havin^beadquarters for 
the new organization was discussed but it was agreed 
that this was not advisable at this stage of the 
organization 1 s development . 

NY T-22 stated that the four-man group 
voted to submit the above proposals to the 
full Administrative committee of "L'Unita 1 ' for 
discussion and further* action. 

IV. PUERTO RICANS AND CUBANS 

NY T-6 on February 25, 1959 advised that 
the NEC at its meeting on February 2^, 1959 discussed 
the May Day Celebration and appointed LOUIS WEINSTOCK 
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to be in charge of it* A large indoor meeting is 
planned and ;a . special effort was to be made to 
induce Cubans and Puerto Ricans to attend this

On February 17, 1959, NY T-28 furnished information 
that Publishers New Press, Incorporated, publishers of "The 
Worker", had, as of December 31, 1958 total assets of 
$24,319.64, liabilities of $122,581.92, and a surplus 
deficit of $98,262.28. For the year ending December 31, 
1958, according to the informant, operating income amounted 
to $54,558.96 and operating expenses were $165,174.50, 
resulting in an operating loss of $110,615.54. This 
operating loss was offset by other income of $11, 239 0 13 
resulting in a net operating loss of $99,376.41. Donations 
for the year amounted to $95,259.73 resulting in a net 
operating loss of ,$4,116.68. 

"The Worker" increases subscription rate to five 
dollars per year, single copies to fifteen cents. 

On March 30, 1959, NY T-6 made available a copy 
of a letter, dated 3/27/59, addressed to all State 
Organizations of the Communist Party from BOB THOMPSON, 
Executive Secretary of the CP, and WILLIAM L. PATTERSON, 
General Manager of "The Worker", announcing a decision by 
the management of "The Worker" to raise the price of 
subscriptions to five dollars annually from $3.50, and 
single copies to fifteen cents.

HO T-l advised on January 19, 1959, regarding a 
State Committee meeting of the Communist Party (CP) of Texas 
which took place at Dallas, Texas , on January 11, 1959 . T-l 
stated that LOU FELDMAN, a representative at this meeting 
from Houston, Texas, discussed the CP situation*, in Houston, 
informing those present that the leading members had left 
Houston. T-l said FELDMAN stated he needed help in contacting 
CP people there in order to bring them back into the CP. T-l 
said it was suggested by FELDMAN that the CP National Board and 
the CP State Committee could either send AUGUST IN ESTRADA or 
JOHN STANFORD to Houston to live. These individuals were 
•described by T-l as Chairman and Executive Secretary, resoectively, 
of the State Committee who were present at this meeting. ~T-1 
said FELDMAN stated either of these persons could help FELDMAN 
organize the Houston area. 

T-l said FELDMAN further stated the potential and 
opportunity for organizing a group in Houston was there but that 
it meant sending a person to Houston to help in the organization. 

4- i.u * T_1 stated FELDMAN at this meeting was elected alternate 
to attend meetings of the Southern Regional Committee of the 
CP . 

* 4-u ^ ?° T ~ 2 advised on March 16, 1959, regarding a meeting 
of the State Committee of the CP of Texas which took place at 
San Antonio, Texas, on March 15, 1959. T-2 stated that at this 
meeting there was some discussion of the situation of the CP 
in Houston, Texas. T-2 said JOHN STANFORD was highly critical 
01 LOU FELDMAN and related an incident wherein he had gone to 
Houston to assist FELDMAN in registering people in the Pa^r and 
had not only received no assistance from FELDMAN, but had also 
been insulted by FELDMAN. T-2 said STANFORD expressed the 
opinion that FELDMAN placed his own security and well being 
before the CP in that FELDMAN had a good job and did not want 
to jeopardize it in any way by partaking in CP activities. 

T-2 advised that AUGUSTIN ESTRADA said he saw this 
situation coming; that he was of the opinion FELDMAN' s wife 
had a lot to do with it. T-2 advised that STANFORD stated 
FELDMAN should make his own decisions, that the Party sent 
FELDMAN to Texas and FELDMAN has certain responsibilites toward 
the Party. STANFORD, according to T-2, recommended that this 
problem be turned over to the Southern Regional Committee of the 
CP.

that MONA and EZRA SCHACHT desired to be out of active 
participation in the Party. T-3 said FELDMAN stated the 
local Party should attempt to reactivate itself, but should 
use caution in contacting old members. 

HO T-3 advised on March 20 , 1959, and HO T-4, HO T-5 
and HO T-6 advised on March 30, 1959 , the following tabulation
